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Oceana spokesman dispells 
Navy fuel-dumping rumors

The U.S. Navy Monday 
moved quickly to quash rumors 
Jthat despite the energy crisis 
naval aircraft are wasting fuel 
by dumping it According to the 
rumors, fuel was being clumped 
from the planes while still in 
flight prior to landing at Naval 
Air Station (NAS) Oceana, as 
well as by planes engaged in 
operations on aircraft carriers 
at sea. 

Cmdr. John M. Barry, Public 
Affairs Officer, Commander 
Naval Air Force Atlantic Fleet, 
said, "Fuel dumping is used 
only when an emergency exists 
in an aircraft when it becomes 
necessary to protect the life of 
those on board. 

"We program each flight with 
the amount of fuel required for 
a specific mission and no more, 
so we never anticipate dumping 
fuel. This is done only in an 
emergency." 

Cmdr. Barry added, "This 
policy has been in existence for 
years and was reemphasized 
within the past two months 
when the energy crisis arose." 

AS FOR fuel being dumped by 
planes engaged in operations 
aboard aircraft carriers at sea 
Cmdr. Barry said, "That is 
untrue, absolutely untrue 
because the same thing applies 



to shipboard operations as to 
shore operations." 

Cmdr. Barry also commented 
on reports that planes returning 
from the USS John F. Kennedy 
Friday dumped fuel moments 
prior to their landing. These 
statements apparently came 
from people at the airfield 
witnessing the planes returning 
who reported seeing liquid 
streaming from the planes. 
Cmdr. Barry said, "The planes 
dumped colored water as a 



greeting to those who turned out 
for their homecoming, but it 
was not fuel as surmised." 

THE CALCULATION of fuel 
required for an aircraft to 
complete its mission, according 
to Cmdr. Barry, is very 
important. Enough fuel must be 
provided for the plane to carry 
out the mission yet provide 
sufficient reserve to meet 
unforeseen events such as 
having to remain aloft until 



runways are cleared, or to 
provide fuel to meet changes in 
landing plans. He concedes the 
weight of this surplus fuel could 
rarely necessitate dumping fuel 
to bring the aircraft within 
landing safety limitations. 

He concluded, "Sure, we do 
have fuel aboard when landing, 
and a lot of it, but not enough to 
exceed the maximum landing 
weight of the aircraft 
involved."

Stolen fuel big 
on black market

WASHINGTON — As the oil crisis worsens, the black 
market in gasoline, diesel and home heating fuels will 
grow greatly, according to Washington fuel authorities. 
And gas ratio'ning, if adopted, would intensify the problem 
of stolen, illegally purchased and illegally sold petroleum, 
I hey say. 

"It's a nationwide problem. No state is immune. It takes 
place after dark when your white-collar auditors and 
investigators have gone home," John K. Coleman, chief of 
the Gasoline Tax Division for Maryland, said. "It's going 
to gel worse," he added. 

Irving Kaplan, lax auditor for the District of Columbia, 
warns, "There's every reason to believe the problem is 
going to get bigger." 

ILLEGAL FUEL transactions may occur anywhere 
from refinery to home fuel tank, and may be done by 
truckers, construction firms or private individuals. The 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) and many state bureaus 
are investigating fuel thefts because someone reselling 
fuel without paying curtain federal and state taxes may be 
guilty of lax evasion. 

One scheme alone may cost the United States as much 
as $1 billion annually, a trucking trade publication, "Fleet 
Owner," said. Although diesel fuel and number two home 
heating fuel are almost identical chemically, they are 
taxed at different rates. 

For example, a Washington, D.C. homeowner would be 
charged about 26 cents a gallon for heating fuel. The same 
gallon in a Washington diesel pump costs 43 cents. Some 
diesel truckers are buying the less expensive home 
healing fuel to run their trucks. Although some pay 36 
cents a gallon for bootleg fuel, their savings still mount up. 

OIL THEFTS most frequently occur while the oil is 
being transported from the fuel company by common 
carriers to the oil distributors, Mr. Coleman said. 

Many of these trucks lack fuel meters, and rather than 
delivering the promised entire tanker load, the truck 
driver delivers only part. The oil company bills the 
distributor for the entire amount, while the truck driver 
sells the remainder to a diesel operator and keeps the 
payment. 

Pennsylvania, which investigated 1,417 cases in less 
than four months, has lost $10 million in fuel tax revenue 
annually for the past 20 years, Robert Heller, director of 
the Pennsylvania Bureau of Liquid Fuels Tax, said.

No steps for city ban 
on Christmas lights

As for 
the future we are looking for 
federal and state guidance along 
these lines."

Some city employes 
in for paycheck hike 



If you're a city building 
inspector, secretary or maybe a 
refuse collector, you're in luck. 
You may soon be getting a raise 
in pay to offset those rising food 
and gasoline prices. 

The Virginia Beach City 
Council Monday voted to raise 
the pay scale for some 100 city 
employes. Adjustments in pay 
totalling about $160,000 will be 
made effective Feb. 1. The 
raises will be funded with 
money already available in the 
salary portion of the operating 
budget and by utilizing funds 
which are available in the 
Reserve for Contingencies 



Salary Adjustment Account. 

The recommendation for 
salary increases came from 
city personnel director Aubrey 
Watts after he presented a pay 
survey which showed Virginia 
Beach City employes lagging 
behind employes in neighboring 
cities in compensation. In 
requesting the pay scale 
adjustments, Mr. Watts stated 
"we're trying to remain in 
competition with other 
jurisdictions in the area, as well 
as with the local labor market." 
Both Norfolk and Chesapeake 
city employes recently received 
pay raises. 
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Firemen battle 
50-acre blaze 



Gusty winds and a long spell of dry weather helped a 
brush fire blaze out of control last Wednesday off 
South Lynnhaven Road as 50 acres of woodland behind 
Plaza Junior High School were consumed by flames. 
More than 100 volunteer fire fighters from Plaza, 
London Bridge. Courthouse. Seatack, Thalia and 
Davis Corner fire departments responded to the call 
to battle the capricious flames which jumped a road at 
one point and enveloped part of the Virginia Beach- 
Norfolk expressway in black smoke. 

Although two firemen were treated at General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach for heat exhaustion, no one 
was seriously hurt in the blaze, one of many which 
struck the Tidewater area last week before the latest 
cold front brought welcome rains to parched 
woodlands. 

Before the fire was brought under control, after 
firemen fought it for about 90 minutes, it blazed within 
20 yards of a house and endangered a tank of diesel 
fuel near the house. 

The fire burned near Pritchard Road close to a 
residential area and tied up traffic on the expressway 
as the state police were called out to direct motorist 
through the heavy, smoky haze. 

Fire Chief E. B. "Bubba" Bayne cautioned 
motorists to be extremely careful with cigarettes, 
which might be thoughtlessly tossed out a car window 
to accidentally start a fire near the road. 

The brush fire off South Lynnhaven Road was one 
of 18 brush fires reported in Virginia Beach last week, 
many near roads or highways.

Marijuana remains most popular illegal drug of all

There are almost as many types of illegal drugs as 
there are snowflakes. Some have been proven to be 
extremely dangerous, some not so harmful. Some are 
highly expensive and some relatively cheap. 

Some are physically addictive and some are 
psychologically addictive. Some have proven medical 
uses and some do not. 

Whatever the type of drug, most of them seem to be 
available in Virginia Beach and therefore in our 
schools, according to information supplied by young 
drug users and figures compiled by the police. 

MARIJUANA IS still the most popular illegal drug 
of all in Virginia Beach, police say. Mere possession of 
marijuana (in an amount not sufficient to le^d to a 



charge of "intent to distribute") is a misdemeanor in 
Virginia, a fact which may contribute to its 
popularity. It is also relatively inexpensive, as 
compared to more harmful or more potent drugs. 

Drug arrests among young people have been on the 
rise locally for some years. Almost all drug arrests 
now are for marijuana, although police reports in- 
dicate that a variety of drugs have been confiscated by 
police from juveniles in the past. 

In 1971, marijuana charges were the most prevalent 
among charges placed for illegal possession of drugs. 
Hashish possession charges were next in frequency, 
followed by possession of heroin, LSD. depressants 
and stimulants. 

LAST YEAR, marijuana posession was still the 
most frequent charge. Next in line were charges of 
possession of hashish, LSD, depre^nts, heroin, 



stimulants and cocaine. 

In 1972, police noted an "impressive decrease in 
heroin" use, according to the police department's 
annual report. 

Now, police see "almost a complete absence" of 
heroin use among young people, according to'Lt. 
Henry Capps, commanding officer of the police 
department's juvenile bureau. 

Lt Capps credits the increased attention being 
focused on heroin by law enforcement agencies, not 
only locally but world wide, for the decrease in heroin 
use. 

"WE WORK verv hard to aet rid of the (heroin) 
problem here." Lt. Capps said. "I feel personally that 
if a guy deals heroin here very long, he will get caught. 
And he knows it."

Thank you for your Nov. 21 editorial 
entitled "Bond Referendums : People's 
Choice?"

End of the ocean : 
1 more doomsday 

Who would have thought that the saving of 
mankind would be generated from the unlikely 
place of Santiago, Chile? 

v But it might In May, 1974 the Law of the Sea 
conference will' convene in Santiago with the 
purpose of drafting international pollution controls 
tp manage the 70 per cent of our planet now covered 
with water. 

„ Ecologists, "among them French oceanographer 
JacqUes Cousteau, have predicted that at the 
current rate of exploitation, the oceans will be dead 
within 50 years, signalling the. end for mankind 
itself. It seems we rely on the ocean not only for 
food and minerals but also for a high percentage of 
our oxygen as well. 

OKAY. SO WE add one more dire prediction to 
the growing list of doomsday warnings concerning 
our survival. These apocalyptic forecasts are 
based on the premise, of course, that we don't blow 
ourselves'to bits ahead of schedule. 
* 90 much for the end of the world. Now to the end 
of the ocean. The experts have outlined three 
varieties of pollution which Tiave been killing 
marine life — raw sewage, oil spills and nuclear 
radioactivity. A fourth threat is on the way in the 
form of seabed mining. 

, The pumping of billions of gallons of raw sewage 
into the ocean has created stains up to 1,000 feet 
wide. According to anthropologist Thor Heyerdahl, 
the Atlantic Ocean is spotted with cakes of oil 
floating far from the main shipping lines. Spills 
from oil tankers and offshore drilling sites, 
combined with refinery sludge, have been enough 
literally to turn shark teeth black. 

THE IMPACT of nuclear polution is not yet 
known because the effects of exposure to radiation 
are passed on genetically from generation to 
generation. 

The industrialization of the seabed presents 
another unknown. Mining of the ocean floor 
certainly will alter the life patterns of plants and 
animals living there, but no one knows specifically 
what effects it will have. One thing for sure though, 
is that sea mining projects will begin soon. Among 
others, Howard Hughes has invested millions of 
dollars in such operations. 

WITH THE OCEAN at its doorstep, Virginia 
Beach is not isolated from this pollution and 
potential disaster. Even now the Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District dumps sewage into the waters. 
Congress is studying proposals to drill for oil some 
200 miles off the Virginia coast. 

There's no easy answer to this, of course. And 
well there shouldn't be, since looking for easy 
answers is what caused the problems in the first 
place. It was easier to dump sewage into the ocean 
rather than find a better means to dispose of it. 
When you run out of oil fields on land, then drill in 
the ocean. It would be more difficult to find an 
alternate source of energy, solar power for 
example. 

At any rate, in the face of impending doom 
scientists, ecologists, industrialists and politicians 
from all over the world will gather in Santiago to 
work out a solution. One United Nations consultant 
says that unless the Santiago conference produces a 
system of international controls, the ocean's 
resources will not last. 

WHEN THE IDEA of survival is tossed around 
(ike this, one would think that alarm would be 
evident on every face in the streets. We're much too 
casual for that. Even if the group in Santiago saves 
us from ourselves, the redemption will last only 
long enough for the next threat to surface. 

It might be a good idea, especially around 
Christmas, to pause for a moment and reflect on 
the temporary nature of our existence If we are to 
believe these predictions, then even the ocean, 
waving at us since its creation, will contain no life 
unless something is done soon. Realize at the same 
time that "impossible" problems have been 
worked out before. It makes the next day a little 
more pleasant.

Then I 
would qualify to rent the choice apartments and 
houses in Virginia Beach. 

Pm sure you've seen the rental ads in the paper 
specifying "couples only." They make me so mad I 
want to blow steam out of my ears when I read, 
them. 

There it is, an absolute jewel of a find, tucked 
among the junk in the classified section: 

"Two-bedroom house (or apartment), Virginia 
Beach, north end, utilities paid, furnished, 
fireplace, $130 month." And then the zinger at the 
end, "Couples only." 

I'VE EVEN called a few of the "couples only" ads 
and asked the proprietors if they can realty refuse 
to rent to people who aren't couples. 

One man laughed at me over the phone and said, 
"No, it's illegal," and hung up on me. 

He made me so mad that I called my lawyer and 
asked him if it's really illegal to refuse to rent to 
someone strictly because they are happily 
unmarried. 

I knew that state and federal laws prohibit 
discrimination because of race, color, religion and 
sex, but no law anywhere mentions marital status. 

Why not? Aren't singles discriminated against, 
too? Aren't we reviled because we're not half of a 
couple? You bet we are! 

My attorney, bless his heart, agreed that we need 
a new federal law prohibiting discrimination 
because of marital status. 

However, that didn't help my immediate problem 
of finding a dwelling place somewhere in the city. 

HE READ me the federal Fair Housing Act of 
1968. It mentioned only race, color, religion or 
national origin. Not one word about marital status. 
So although my lawyer agreed that it is unfair to 
refuse to rent to me, he advised me that it is not 
illegal.

LANDLORDS SEEM to think that the ideal 
tenant is married, rich, employed in the same job 
for 25 years, with no children or pets. I wonder how 
many tenants actually fall into this category. 

Personally, I'm sick and tired of being treated 
like a leper by everyone from the internal revenue 
service to a local landlord because I'm not a couple. 

I have never been known to write on walls, or tear 
up carpet, or break windows, or set fire to curtains 
or any of the 1,001 other goodies some tenants have 
been known to pull.

Isolated little league field hit hard

Vandals have once again struck the 
Plaza Little League playing fields. 

The problem of vandalism, especially 
during off-season, has plagued the little 
league ball park for the last four years. As 
I he destruction of field lights, fences and„ 
the field itself continues, the cost of 
cleaning up the field for baseball season 
continues to rise. Money that otherwise 
could go lo buy new uniforms or better 
equipment musl now go to replace 
destroyed items. 

The little league board of directors has 
no idea who (he vandals are and no real 
method for stopping them. Most of the 
vandalism seems to take place in the 
evening. The most recent incident left a 
hole in the side of the concrete block 
concession stand, damage to about 75 feet 
of park fencing and complete destruction 
of (he small pump house covering the 
sprinkler system pump that was attached 
to the concession Stand.. 

"THE PRIMARY problem is the 
location of the field," says Chuck Keeder - , 
president of the Plaza Little League Board 
of Directors. "We're (the field) out there 
all by ourselves, which seems to encourage 
vandals. Other little league fields are close 
to schools or something where people 
would be more apt to see the vandalism 
taking place." 

The Plaza Little League field is set back 
off of Holland Road behind a construction 
company between Rosemont and Lynn- 




haven Roads. The area is totally 
unguarded, except for the occasional city 
police patrol which now checks the park 
since several reports of vandalism have 
been filed. The league cannot afford a 
private security (patrol?" — \ 

Even with vojimteer parent labor, 
repairs will now Cost the little/league some 
$2,500 above the cost of the normal field 
maintenance in the spring. Since the 
league is a non-profit organization and 
does not charge registration fees from 
boys who play ball, the money will have to 
come from the league's various fund 
raising events. Although the league has not 



filed an insurance claim for the last round 
of vandalism, the insurance agency has 
already informed them (hat their policy 
will not cover the some $1,300 in park lights 
that have been knocked out. Even when 
the league filed for vandalism damages 
before, they recovered only $47 on a $147 
claim since their policy has a $100 
deductible clause 



WHILE THE. vandals have continued to 
chip away at the concession stand and 
have even wrapped a portion of the fence 
pole around the telephone pole, nothing 
has ever been stolen. 

"I don't think the object is lo steal 
anything," says Shannon Dowell, con- 
cession stand manager. "Theobject seems 
to be just to destroy." 

Mrs. Dowell says the vandalism started 
in August as soon as the baseball season 
was over. Even before the season had 
ended, however, the vandals broke into the 
equipment storeroom where they built a 
fire in the middle of the floor. Later they 
burned down the portable restroom. 

Mr. Keeder says the situation will get 
belter with the scheduled construction of 
more apartments and lownhouses near the 
field. He feels the new homes will bring 
new boys into the league, and in turn, more 
parents who are close to the field might 
lake an occasional look at the park. 

The board sees no solution to the van- 
dalism problem. The league must now try 
lo raise enough money to field some 1,000 
boys this spring and still cover the cost of 
the repairs.

5 charged with gambling 



Police broke up an alleged 
gambling operation in Virginia 
Beach involving professional 
and collegiate football games 
Friday night with the arrest of 
five people. Lt. E.F. Buzzy said 
the arrests culminated several 
weeks investigation of in- 
formation supplied by a 
"cooperating individual." 

Those charged with con- 
ducting a gambling business 
were identified as Walter T. 
White, 42, Virginia Beach 
Boulevard; Anna Cook, 39, 
Daylona Drive; Russell A. 
Under, 31, W. Hastings Arch; 
Richard L. Frederickson, 29, 
Daytona Drive; and James A. 
Moseiey, 42, Homecrest 
Boulevard, Chesapeake. If 
convicted of the felony charge, 
each could be sentenced to up to 
Ave years in prison and fined up 
to $20,000. 

Lt. Buzzy said, "The 
operation goes beyond Virginia 
Beach, but we are unable to 
obtain sufficient information for 
the prosecution of others at this 
lime." 

In describing the operation, 
Lt. Buzzy said those wishing to 
bet on the outcome of football 
games would purchase cards 
from $1 to $20, with winning 
cards giving a return of several 
limes the investment. 

MR. WHITE was described as 
a "runner" in the operation, 
responsible for distribution of 
cards to "sellers" and" trans- 
mitting money from bets lo "a 
higher-up in the operation." The 
other four arrested allegedly 
solduhe cards and turned 



receipts over to Mr. White. 

While he was unable to say 
how much money was involved 
in the gambling operation, Lt. 
Buzzy estimated "there was 
$800 to $1,000 a week just going 
through White." Lt. Buzzy said 
Mr. White received 15 per cent 
of the money turned over to 
him, while the others received 
10 per cent of the money they 
received from the sale of cards. 

Li. Buzzy said Mr. White was 
carrying about 150 football 
cards and nearly $400 in cash

The Virginia Beach Chamber 
•f Commerce is embarking on a 
campaign to ask member 
businesses to hire senior 
citizens this summer for jobs 
related to the tourist industry. 

The chamber is cooperating 
with the Mayor's Commission 
on Aging, the Innkeepers Assn. 
and the Virginia Employment 
Commission in matching em- 
ployers and employes for the 
coming season. 

The chamber has sent out 
form letters to all member 
firms asking the businesses to 
list job categories which could 
be filled by older workers, 
generally in the 55 to 70 age 
group.

Boone blames 'life of

Moments after he was sen- 
tenced to 49 years in prison 
Thursday night in Circuit Court. 
Larry Boone struck out at 
society's lack of concern for 
others. Mr. Boone. 21, S. Bird- 
neck' Road, was convicted of 
participating in the April 19 
armed robbery of Fass 
Brothers Fish House. 

Standing before Judge Philip 
L. Russo, Mr. Boone said the 
meager life of his family under 
poverty conditions was 
overlooked by society and led 
him into a life of crime. In an 
emotion-filled voice, Mr. Boone 
referred to an earlier statement 
during his trial that the only 



crime' on poverty 



true detriment to crime is the 
death penalty. He said. "The 
only detriment to crime is the 
removal of conditions that 
breed crime. As long as those 
conditions exist, you're going to 
have Jerry Spain's, Larry 
Boone's and Junious Hines'." 
Mr. Spain and Mr. Hines. like 
Mr. Boone, have also been 
sentenced to prison on con- 
viction of robbery charges. 

JUDGE Rl'SSO answered 
Mr. Boone's charges by 
replying, "I think you got two 
days of fair trial, and the jury 
irealed you right." 

Mr. Boone was charged with 
I he removal of $1,800 from the 
Xaskin Road restaurant safe by 
Threatening manager Edwin W. 



Gardner with a sawed off 
shotgun, and abducting busboy 
Alfred Plemeau and police Sgt. 
R.F, Lippert, also by use of the 
shot-gun. in a commandered 
police car. Mr. Plemeau and 
Sgt. Lippert were rescued when 
Dei. J.M. Curran wounded Mr. 
Boone as other police units 
blocked the escape route in the 
restaurant parking lot. 

A co-defendant in the crime, 
Herman A. Miles, 18, Old 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, has 
received four life terms and 40- 
year sentences on his conviction 
of participating in the incident. 

Judge Russo overruled 
motions by Public Defender 
Peter T. Legler, appointed to 
defend Mr. Boone, lo set the 
jury's verdict aside on grounds 



of being erroneous and for the 
sentences to run concurrent. 
Judge Russo said he felt the 
jury properly handled the case 
and was "very, very con- 
siderate." in sentences 
proposed. He added he believed 
the jury felt the sentences 
should be served consecutively, 
"and I'm just not ready to upset 
their thinking." 

Judge Russo suspended 
execution of the sentence for 60 
days to allow time for filing an 
appeal of the trial with the 
Virginia Supreme Court but 
remanded Mr. Boone lo custody 
of the state penitentiary during 
lhat period. Mr. Legler said he 
has taken the matter of an 
appeal under consideration.

Common offenders intrude 
construction firms, truckers, 
and mining companies, he said. 
Sometimes, though, the 
homeowner is cheated directly. 
Metered delivery fuel trucks 
pose little problem to devious 
drivers. A driver may 
disconnect his truck's meter, 
then use another meter hidden 
in his truck or home lo produce 
false delivery slips. By slightly 
overcharging each customer, 
he will be left with enough fuel 
lo sell to a Irucker or con- 
struction company. 

OR THE DRIVER may have 
his meter recallibraled. Meters 
measure fuel flow by its weight. 
If a heating fuel meter is 
readjusted to gasoline weight, a 



lighter fuel, then (he customer 
loses 100 gallons out of every 
3,000 the meter lists as 
delivered. 

"There is a real problem. 
Now, in this time of critical 
supply, there is an incentive for 
some lo violate the law," Mike 
Horan. a spokesman for ihe 
American Pelroleum Institute 
(API ), said. But he disputes Mr. 
Heller's estimate of a $10 
million annual loss and claims 
Mr. Heller "just pulled these 
figures out of the air. There's no 
way to determine how large the 
problem is." 

Jim Windsor, API executive 
vice-president, feels much of 
the problem comes from a

popular book gave inslructions 
on how dozens of gallons of gas 
could be drained from a service 
station's underground tanks by 
removing the tank covers. 
Although few service stations 
have reported gasoline thefts, 
ihe Greaier Washington - 
Maryland Service Slat ion Assn. 



is advising dealers lo buy locks 
for Iheir gasoline fill caps. 

Some gasoline stations have 
also reported being approached 
by persons offering bootleg 
gasoline for 50 cents a gallon. 
Mr. Kaplan said. 

No authority would speculate 
if Ihe fuel (hefts are being 
committed by organized crime. 
• various crime rings or in- 
dependent thieves. 

Pennsylvania and Maryland 
are exceplions in pursuing 
bootleggers; most slates lack 
an adequate organization lo 
combat fuel thefts. For the 
homeowner whose healing fuel 
may be siphoned from his lank, 
or who may never receive his 
full shipment, il may be a cold, 
hard winter.

Basketball guide 
for the beginner 

In keeping with the spirit of the recent school 
board decision to initiate a girls' varsity basketball 
program in our local secondary schools, The Sun 
sports staff offers its first female guide to 
basketball.

Bayside is city basketball favorite

Virginia Beach football fields lay 
vacant. Litter is the only occupant of the 
bleachers. Gridiron sounds will only be a 
memory for the next nine months. 

The time has arrived for Beach high 
school basketball coaches to have their 
hopes or fears realized. A month of hard 
work, a year of dreaming about a suc- 
cessful season have reached their 
culmination. Friday, Peach high school 
basketball moves into full-swing with all 
six learns in action. 

There will be a new twist to this 
scholastic season. In games involving two 
Beach teams, a girls' varsity contest will 
preceede I he main event. 

BAYSIDE 

Coach Conrad Parker's Bayside team 
has come of age. The Marlins will have 12 
seniors on their 15-man roster. "I look for 
experience to be the definite strong point 
of this year's team," predicts Parker. 

Bayside could have the strongest front 
court of any city team. The Marlins tall 
front-line is anchored by 6'5" center Elton 
Gross. The senior promises lo be among 
the elite pf the Eastern District bigmen. 
Gross will receive plenty of help on the 
boards from forward Jim Goff igan. The 6'4" 
senior has been tabbed by his coach as a 
top college prospect. "The biggest sur- 
prise in practice has been the play of Don 
Harold and Cecil Duke. The two are even 
in (he battle for the other forward 
position," said Parker. 

IF' BAYSIDE had a weakness last year, 
il was at the guards positions. Coach 
Parker feels he has sufficiently shored-up 
t hat gap, "I have five guys you could throw 
a hat over," maintains Parker. Perhaps 
the most noteworthy of the five guards is 
5'11" Cornell Braithwaite, a transfer, who 
could emerge as (he Marlin's best guard. 

Coach Parker promises, "We'll be 
competitive." His peers, at (he other city 
schools, feel he is understating his case. 
Bayside was (he unanimous choice as the 
class of the city. If Goffigan and Gross 
perform up lo expectations and Parker 
gets consistent performances out of his 
guards, Bayside should win the city title 
and could challenge for Eastern District 
honors. 

PRINCESS ANNE 

Year in and year out, Cavalier Coach 
Leo -Anthony turns out one of the better 
teams in the Eastern District. This year 
the task will be more difficulty The 
Cavaliers were hit harder than any other 
school by graduation. Mike Ange, the 
Cavaliers leading scorer and rebounder, is 
gone. 

Anthony doesn't have anyone to fill the 
67" star's shoes, so the Cavaliers will 
have to rely on quickness this season. "I 
feel that our quickness in the front court 
and good ball-handling will be the strength 
of this year's squad," predicts Anthony. 
6'6" junior Rich Banti may eventually fill 
the void Ange left but Banti lacks game 
experience. 

THE CAVALIERS are blessed with two 
fine shooting forwards in seniors George 
Purdln and John Payden Tom CaUao, a 



5'7" senior guard, whom Anthony feels is 
the team's best ball-handler, will start at 
one guard slot . Coach Anthony feels that 
he has a real comer in 6'3" sophomore 
guard Doug Long. The only thing Long 
lacks is experience and he should help the 
Cavaliers*as the season progresses. 

"We're going to have to play good 
defense to win," says Anthony. Princess 
Anne plays man lo man defense 
with a constant full-court 

press. The Cavalier's ability to pressure 
opponents into turnovers will spell the 
difference between success and failure. 

KEMPSVILLE 

Kempsville got an early jump on some 
city teams as they opened their season 
Saturday with a 106-99 win over Norfolk 
Catholic. The Chiefs jumped to a 20-point 
first quarter lead and were never headed. 
Guard Billy Foster led the way with 28 
points. 

Kempsville Coach Bob Cochrane has 
high praise for the 5'10" Foster. "He 
should provide the leadership we need this 
year. Billy's like another coach out there, " 
says Cochrane. Co-captain Foster grew 
three inches in a year and should be a key 
man in the Chiefs fasi break. 

THE CHIEFS have a strong performer 
at center in Britt Glisson. The 6'5" senior 
averaged 17.3 points and eight rebounds a 
game last year despite being hampered by 
a fool injury. Cochrane expects Glisson to 
improve both his scoring and rebounding 
totals this year. "Britt is an excellent 
college prospect," states his coach. 

In their opener the Chiefs received 
outstanding scoring performances from 
their two forwards. Oliver Mayfield and 
David Gilliam combined for 42 points 
against Norfolk Catholic. 

Cochrane feels his team must play 
aggressive defense and hold their own on 
the boards to be successful. The Chiefs 
should improve on last year's 5-15 mark. 

COX 

Cox opened their season with a star 
forward and a youthful center. How these 
i wo players fare will be the key to the 
Falcon's basketball fortunes. 

Cox opened their season Saturday, but 
the Falcon debut wasn't nearly as 
auspicious as the Chief's beginning. Wilson 
handed Cox an opening night deteat 70-59. 
Cold shooting by Cox in the first and third 
quarters spelled the difference. The 
Falcons managed only 17 points over the 
sixteen minute span. 

RANDY ROBINSON, the star forward, 
had a good evening as the 6'4" senior 
managed 16 points. Sophomore Chris 
Reich, the promising center, had a tough 
debut to varsity ball as he was limited to 
just one field goal. 

Junior Bob Allen led (he Falcon scoring 
effort with 19 points. The 6*1" transfer 
from First Colonial should provide Cox 
with needed scoring punch and help on the 
boards. 

Other starters for the Falcons are 5'10" 
guard Perry Hill (10-poinls against 
Wilson) and 6*3" forward John Richards 
(12-poinls against Wilson). 

Cox Coach Phil Williams feels it is to 
early to tefi how (he Falcons will fare this 
season. "How well we rebound will be the 



key. We should be respectable," predicts 
Williams. Equalling last season's 11-10 
mark seems to be a logical goal. 

FIRST COLONIAL 

First Colonial begins ihe 1973-74 
basketball season with a new coach, a lack 
of height and a potential high school All- 
America. 

Alton Hill is the Patriots new leader. His 
main concern in his first year is the 
Patriots distressing lack of height. First 
Colonial's frontline averages 6'2" and 
should have considerable trouble holding 
their own on the boards with some teams. 

FIRST COLONIAL'S fate rests mainly 
on Ihe shoulders of 6'4':." senior Bert 
Lewis. The senior was named as a 
potential high school All-America by one 
national sports magazine. Lewis averaged 
24 points a game as a sophomore but was 
forced lo sit out his junior year due to 
academic troubles. The siar cornerman 
will have lo carry the bulk of Ihe scoring 
and rebounding load.

'Rascally ' Terry crowns comedy 



Wheeling and dealing in his wheelchair, 
C.A. Terry as George Kauffman's 
Sheridan Whiteside in the Virginia Beach 
Little Theatre production of "The Man 
Who Came To Dinner" reminds one of 
television's Chief Robert Ironside. 

For a man who is "supposedly" injured, 
Mr. Terry maneuvers his wheelchair and 
body with phenomenal speed and agility. 
One can only guess that in practicing for 
the role, Mr. Terry over-emphasized the 
importance of being able to work his 
chair. Despite, the minor distraction ot Mr. 
Terry's almost perpetual motion, his 
charactization of Sheridan Whiteside is the 
crowning glory of the play. 

With the compassion of a boa constrictor 
and a mouth like Howard CosehVMr. Terry 
comes across as such a rascal that one 
gets the impulse to get up and pull the rug 
out from the under his wheelchair. So 
irascible is Mr. Terry's temperamental 
Sheridan Whiteside that the audience 
actually applauded every actor who finally 
mustered the gumption "to read the riot 
act" to Mr. Whiteside. It is definitely Mr. 
Terry's superior performance that im- 
proves the performance of the rest of the 
cast. 

(Mr. Terry was originally scheduled to 
wear a cast on his leg, complaining that he 
had broken it when he fell on the steps of 
the Stanley home where he had gone for 
dinner and ends up staying for the 
holidays.For the LittleTheatre production, 

however, it was decided that Mr. Terry 
should just sprain his hip, eliminating the 
hassle of working with a cast.)

Golf course 
vote deferred 

The Virginia Beach City Council Monday 
once again postponed making any decision on 
the proposed purchase of Bow Creek Golf 
Course. The purchase of the 118-acre land 
parcel is now re-scheduled for discussion Dec. 
17. 

(The council met in an executive session, 
closed to the public and the press for 18 
minutes. The only item listed for discussion 
on the prepared agenda was a legal matter. 
City Attorney Dale Bimson has asked that 
"legal" be listed each week under executive 
session since he does not always know by 
Thursday when the agenda is prepared if he 
will have any legal matters to come before 
the council in closed session.) 

The council placed the discussion of the 
purchase of the golf course on Monday's 
agenda after they were told by Vice-mayor 
Reid Ervin at their Nov. 26 informal session 
lhat area residents would prefer to see the 
matter go to a referendum rather than accept 
a proposal by developer Lee Cohen. Mr. 
Cohen recently approached golf course owner 
Edward Garcia with the idea of re-vamping 
the 17th and 18th holes to build retirement 
condominiums on a portion of the land while 
retaining the rest of il as a golf course. 

THE COUNCIL instructed attorney Grover 
Wright, who represents _the owner and 
presented Mr. Cohen's proposal to the 
council, to have Mr. Cohen work with the city 
planning department and prepare a more 
precise drawing of his concept for the con- 
dominiums units to be presented to the 
council Dec. 17. 

The council indicated they would study Mr. 
Cohen's plan as well as the desires of the civic 
league. Mayor Robert Cromwell again stated 
he found it unfortunate that the civic league, 
had rejected what "seems to me an excellent 
compromise for all concerned." 

Mayor Cromwell stated he hoped a com- 
promise could be worked out. "As indicated 
by some of ihe~ eoxmctlmen; perhaps the civic 
league's reaction wasn't totally reasonable," 
Mayor Cromwell said. "I can't imagine 
everyone in lhat neighborhood being opposed 
.to such an obvious beneficial way of solving 
this matter."

Drugs

Although he said that drug 
use among school age children 
is still a very real problem, Lt. 
Capps maintains that drug use 
and traffic have declined in the 
schools. ' 

Some students, especially 
younger ones, use substances 
not usually thought of as drugs. 
These substances can be 
obtained legally. 

For instance, two students 
who use drugs said they started 
out "huffin' gas," meaning 
inhaling gasoline vapors to get 
high. Some students start by 
inhaling lighter fluid vapors. 
.Both substances are extremely 
dangerous when abused and 
both can be obtained legally. 

However, the students said 
that they now consider anyone 
who uses gasoline or lighter 
fluid to get high as "stupid." 

WHO ARE these children who 
use drugs? Where do they get 
them? How young are they? 

No one really seems to know. 
The schools themselves don't 
know, but instead take 
"educated guesses" as to what 
students are using. 

Five years ago, a confidential 
drug survey was taken in the 
city schools to determine what 
drugs are most popular and how 
frequently they are being used. 

The survey was conducted 
under the supervision of 
William Garrison, supervisor of 
health and physical education 
for the secondary schools. Mr. 
Garrison is the one person in the 
Virginia Beach school system 
charged with the responsibility 
of conducting the schools' drug 
education programs. 

Mr. Garrison declined tb 
divulge the survey results, 
indicating that the validity of a 
confidential survey is 
questionable. "I didn't believe 
the results myself," Mr. 
Garrison said. 

WHEN ASKED if the survey 
results showed a higher 
percentage of student drug use 
than he expected, he replied, "I 
will have to hedge on that. I 
really cannot answer that 
question. We feel that the 
validity of this type of survey is 
very poor. Therefore, we 
hesitate to publish the results," 

Mr. Garrison also disputed 
the high percentage of student 
drug use (85 to 90 per cent) as 
indicated by two young drug 
users. 

"I think 85 to 90 per cent is too 
high," he said. "I think you 
have to know who you're talking 
to when you get figures like this. 

'The young people who are 
involved (with drugs) will tell 
you everyone is involved. The 
young who aren't are running 
around with a crowd not 
involved. They will say that not 
many are using drugs" 

IF THE SCHOOLS 

themselves do not know what 
drugs are popular, or how many 
students are using them, then 
how can an effective drug 
education program be 
conducted? 

"What you come down to is an 
educated guess," Mr. Garrison 
said. "You use as many 
resources as you can and come 
up with an educated guess." 

He added that the school ' 
system keeps in touch with 
persons dose to the drug scene 
to update and revise the 
school's drug programs. 

He said that a study was 
conducted two years -ago among 
Virginia Beach ministerial, 
medical, law enforcement and 
other agengies to determine 



where drug education emphasis 
should be placed. 

YOUNG DRUG users seem to 
have no trouble obtaining 
drugs. It all depends on who you 
talk to, but the general 
consensus among drug users 
themselves is that drugs are 
plentiful here and can be 
obtained either in school or 
from contacts made in school. 

Two high school students said 
ihey could get "anything and 
everything" in their school. But 
they said that drugs are more 
difficult to obtain in elementary 
school than in secondary school. 

They said that drugs are 
circulated everywhere in their 
school, arriving in streams. One 
type of drug will be plentiful for 
a while, than that drug will 
disappear and another drug will 
take its place. 

The students said that drug 
use in their school is 
widespread. They estimated 
that 85 to 90 per cent of the 
students in their school use 
drugs. 

OTHER STUDENTS are their 

best sources of supply for illegal 
drugs, they said. The two 
students laughed at the 
stereotyped notion of the 
' "pusher," the older person who 
lurks around dark corners of the 
school, luring children into 
trying drugs. 

They agreed with the 
testimony given before the 
House of Representatives Select 
Committee on Crime by a young 
drug dealer: 

"Let me dispute the term 
'pusher' if I may," the New 
York City high school student 
told the committee. 

"It is really a seller's market. 
I mean if a guy is holding, if he 
has some drugs and the word 
gets out, all he has to do is sit in 
one place and people will come 
to him. He is not out trying to 
induce people to buy drugs. 
That does not occur. Maybe it 
did in the 1950s, but I ha ve never 
seen that happen. People seek 
him out if he has got good 
drugs; if he has got drugs that 
are fairly potent, he will select 
who he sells to. 

"You know, if he doesn't know 
you, if he knows you only 
slightly, if he doesn't like you, 
he will say to take a walk, 
because he knows if he doesn't 
sell to you, there are four other 
people that want to buy from 
him."

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energy crisis effects 



The Virginia Port 
Authority is conducting a 
series of meetings with 
various maritime interests 
to determine the im- 
mediate and long-range 
effects of the current 
energy situation on trade 
through Virginia ports. The 
object is to protect the 
state's investment in port 
facilities and the flow of 
commerce through the 
ports. 



Those involved include 
importers, exporters, 
motor carriers, railroads, 
steamship lines and 
maritime terminal 
operators. 

The program will be 
concerned with four major 
areas that may affect 
cargo movements through 
Virginia ports. These in- 
clude an increasing 
shortage of motor carrier 
fuel and a shortage of 
appropriate rail cars for 
Ihe movement of con- 
tainers; the impact of these 



factors in positioning 
empty containers at inland 
points where shippers may 
utilize them for the loading 
of their port-bound cargo; 
the possible consolidation 
of steamship service at 
fewer ports, thus allowing 
steamship lines to pick up 
the same amount of cargo, 
but calling at fewer ports; 
and the availability of 
adequate marine terminal 
space, labor and equip- 
ment to handle cargo, both 
containerized and break- 
bulk, which will tend to 
build up at the terminals.

No four-day school week 
considered : Dr. Brickell 



A four-day week for Virginia 
Beach's public school is "ab- 
solutely not being considered at 
the present time," a spokesman 
for the office of Dr. E.E. 
Brickell, school superintendent, 
said last week. 

The four-day school week was 
proposed last week as an 
energy-saving measure by a 
city energy task force com- 
posed of top city officials. 

The officials decided to ask 
the school board to consider 
cutting back to a four-day school 
week to save energy. 

However, the State Board of 
Education said last week that 
schools should cut back on 
extra-curritular activities in- 
stead of shortening the school 
week. 



BY STATE LAW, student 
must allent school 180 days a 
year for schools to receive 
necessary stale funding. If the 
current five-day school week 
were cut lo four days, the school 
year would have to be extended 

for the local schools to receive 
full stale funding. 

The state board also 
recommended thai schools take 
certain steps to conserve 
energy. Among the recom- 
mendation's were: 

•Reductions in extra- 
curricular activities. 

•Reductions in use of schools 
for nighl activities. 

♦ Rearranging holidays 
depending on weather con- 
ditions. 



•Operating schools later in 
the spring. 

•Encourging students to use 
public school transportation 
systems and encouragement of 
student car pools. 

Virginia Beach schools have 
already eliminated field trips as 
an energy-saving measure. 

All of Virginia Beach's 49 
public schools have been urged 
to follow energy conservation 
methods senl out in November 
from the superintendent's of- 
fice 

These measures include 
turning down thermostats, 
keeping doors and windows 
closed, turning off un- 
necessary lights and en- 
couraging students and staff 
members to form car pools

'Scare tactics' avoided 
in school drug education

Each student in the Virginia Beach City Public Schools receives drug 
instruction in health and physical education classes from the sixth grade 
through the 10th grade. 

The instruction may take whatever form the teacher of the class decides , 
but the course usually includes material in the student's hygiene (health) 
textbook, in-class projects, films, tapes and lectures. 

"While every effort of our educational program in Virginia Beach is of 
importance, none has greater potential influence on our young people, our 
society, our culture, than the efforts we make in drug education," said Dr. 
E.E. Brickell, school superintendent, in his introduction to the teachers' 
curriculum guide for drug education. 

THE SCHOOLS' program in "Education in Narcotics and Drug Abuse" is 
to be presented to every youngster in grades six through 10. 

Each grade level is to receive a different concentration of information. 
For instance, sixth grade students receive information on marijuana and 
other inhalants. Seventh graders learn about LSD and hallucinogenic drugs. 
Eighth grade students learn about amphetamines and barbituates. Ninth 
graders receive information on intravenous drugs and 10th graders learn 
about the entire drug spectrum. Emphasis at different grade levels is 
subject to change each year. 

Teachers are instructed not to use "scare tactics" but to present only the 
facts and let the students decide for themselves what they will do about drug 
use and abuse. 

"The best deterrant to drug abuse is thought to be an individual's own 
value system and his assessment of what damage, be it social, physical and 
•or psychological, might result from drug use," reads the teachers' 
curriculum guide. 

"TO HELP THE individual in his decision-making role," the guide 
continues, "he should be fully aware of the factors influencing his decision. 
These factors should be presented as to avoid the exaggeration, distortion 
and sensationalism. These factors should be presented in all of its (sic)

As many citizens prepare for 
the "trashiest" season of the 
year — trashy in the sense that 
there will be a lot of Christmas 
wrapping paper and boxes to be 
discarded — the city has 
decided lo pick up trash only 
once a week. 

The decision came last week 
from a special committee 
established lo study the city fuel 
situation. Assistant to the City 
Manager George Hanbury 
announced lhat lo conserve 
enough fuel lo keep city 
equipment on Ihe streets, refuse 
normally collected twice a week 
will be picked up once a week 
instead The Virginia Beach 
City Council Monday approved 
the conservations measures 
after hearing an apology from 
City Manager Roger Scott for 
initialing Ihe steps without 
consulting them. Il was alto 
announced that city main- 
tenance crews for highways, 
utilities,- parks and general 



services will change to a four- 
day workweek. (Skeleton crews 
will be maintained on Mondays 
when most workmen are off. > 

THE CHANGES are aimed at 
saving about 16,500 gallons of 
gasoline. The four-day work 
week for maintenance crews 
will save 7,000 gallons of fuel 
and the curtailed trash 
collection will save 3,000 
gallons. The committee also 
suggested modifications in 
police patrols, saving about 
4,000 gallons, and the 
elimination of school field trips. 
saving some 2,500 gallons. 
Necessary police services and 
school buses for children will 
nol be eliminated. 

While ihe other changes will 
have little effect on the average 
citizen, Ihe refuse collection 
switches will mean that if a 
citizen doesn'l already know on 
which day his garbage is jiow 
collected, he had better find out. 
Monday, the Irash collection 
procedure " will change. 
Residents who now get pickups 



on Monday and Thursday will 
gel only a Monday pickup. - 
those who have service on 
Wednesday and Saturday will 
only have a Wednesday pickup. 
In areas where trash is nor- 
mally picked up on Tuesday and 
Friday, it will be collected on 
Fridays only. 

THE PROPOSED trash 
collection change has already 
caused a run on garbage cans in 
some city discount stores and 
most persons are buying more 
than one al a lime. Other store 
officials says they anticipate an 
increased in sales of Ihe cans, 
which can cost you anywhere 
from $2.47 for a small plastic 
one lo $5.99 for a large metal 
one. 

But whether it's a new gar- 
bage can for the change or a 
new supply of plastic trash 
bags, if you put your I rash out 
on the wrong day, it could sit 
there for a w^ek. That's 
counting on the/fact lhat area 
dogs don't raid il before the 
trash collector can get around 
again.

Complaints to the U.S. Navy 
about noise from aircraft 
operating from Naval Air 
Station (NAS) Oceana are 
mounting, while naval officials 
attempt to soothe irritated 
residents. 

The source of irration is the 
large number of aircraft 
engaged in requalificalion of 
pilots for landing on aircraft 
carriers during operations al 
nr — Offiriats" explain ~ttre~ 
requalification involves "touch 
and go" operations in which the 
pilot will bring the plane onto 
the runway, take off im- 
mediately after tduching 
ground and fly the plane in a 
semi-circle pattern to repeal 
the landing! akeoff procedure. 

The rtoise problem for 
residents is caused by the 
planes having to fly at low 
altitudes in approaching and 
leaving the field, as well as the 
short lime Ihey are in Ihe air 
between landings and t akeoff s 
Residents can hear the repeated 
roars until 11:30 p.m. 

Li. Cmdr. Thomas J. LaVelle, 
NAS Sound Abatement Officer,, 
says, "Most complaints come 
from the area between the 
Cavalier Hotel and the field, 
because this is the approach 
pattern lhat is dictated by wind 
direction. Our prevailing wind 
is from Ihe northeast, which 
leaves us no option in choosing 
our direction of operation." 

IV SAMPLING residen's ii>' 
this area on (heir feelings about 
Ihe noise situation, some of the 
comments received were, "It 
seems like the planes go in one 
window, through the house, and 
out another window because 
they're flying so low. The house 
shakes so bad sometimes you 
feel like it s going lo fall apart if 
one more plane goes over. What 
would we do if the plane ran out 
of gas when flying lhat low over 
our house?" 

Ms. Linda Rogers, lfiih 
Slreel, said, "Sometimes the 
planes go by for two hours 
siraighi. It's very irratating 
Sometimes Ihey fly so low Ihe 
house and windows shake." "I 
don't think they should be using 
up fuel thai much, flying them 



like they are with Ihe fuel 
shortage." 

Ms. Diana VanBrunt, who 
resides in Ihe enlisted naval 
housing adjacent lo NAS 
Oceana, commented, "It's what 
you call a necessary evil. It's 
very annoying. However it's 
just a pari of life in this age. 
Sometimes they are very, very 
low." 

AS TO TIIF. use of fuel Ms. 
VanBrunl said, "It's a shame to 
have all Ibis Kiel wasted, but for 
Ihe sake of national defense, it's 
better lo be prepared." 

Capf R.C. Mandeville, NAS 
Oceana Commanding Officer, 
says, "The planes engaged in 
this operation currently are 
requalifying to go out to the 
U.S.S. Kennedy when it is 
deployed in January." 

Capt. Mandeville added the 
planes would normally use the 
Navy's Fentress Field, in 
Chesapeake, for 
requalification. However, 
repairs of runways at Fentress 
necessitated shifting the 
operation to NAS Oceana. He 
said Ihe Fentress repairs are 
expected lo be completed by 
Jan. 10. 

Capl Mandeville also said, 
"The repair work at Fentress 
was scheduled sometime ago 
during a lime when 
requalification flights at NAS 
Oceana were not scheduled But 
Ihe unexpected change in the 
Kennedy's deployment 
necessitated carrying out 
, requalific»iion flights now." 

PERHAPS THOSE most 
affected by noise from the 
planes are residents of areas 
such as Oceana Gardens, which 
are located near ihe end of the 
runways. 

Ms. Ruth Cromartie 
said. 'I'm what you would call 
pro-Navy since my husband's in 
the Navy. I understand it's 
important for them to be 
qualified in landing on carriers. 
They have lost men in carrier 
landing operations." 

Concerning the noise Ms. 
Cromarliesaid, "Il'slheiypeof 
thing you can gel used to. Yet, 
in ihe back of your mind, you 
wonder how much it's affecting

Delegates seeking opinions from residents 



If you want to have input in 
whai the General Assembly 
does in Richmond, 8 p.m. 
Thursday in the Virginia Beach 
City Council chambers is the 
time to voice your opinion. 
House of Delegates members 
Glenn McClanan, Owen Pickett 
and Donald Rhodes will be on 
hand to tell the public what they 
plan to do and to ask for 
suggestions from Beach 
residents as to what they'd like 
lo see done. 

The city manager's staff 
Monday presented the Virginia 
Beach City Council with a 
package of 21 recommendations 
for changes in the State Code 
that they feel should be 
suggested to the House 
representatives. City Manager 
Roger Scott suggested that the 
council may want to select only 
a few of Ihe recommendations 
lo present to ihe delegates to 
"prevent overloading the 
General Assembly." 

NOT INCLUDED in the 
package was the proposed in- 
crease in bonding capacity, a

matter for which the council 
appointed a special study 
committee. The committee is 
scheduled to meet at 4 p.nj, 
today. They have requested that 
the council meet with them, go 
into executive session after ihe 
meeting to discuss and vole onr 
the recommendations and allow- 
the committee to the discuss the 
recommendations with Ihe 
press afler the meeting. 

Among the recommendations 
submitted by the city staff was 
legislation: 



• to allow for a city business 
lax on owners of two or more 
rental dwelling units. (The city 
recenify repealed a rental lax, 
after a similar tax in Norfolk 
was ruled unconstitutional); 

• lo prohibit hitchhiking: 

• to use fuel lax on gasoline 
for boais to provide en- 
forcement of boating 
regulations and public boating 
facilities; 

• lo permil a police officer lo 
make an arresl on a 



misdemeanor not committed in 
his presence when based on 
probable cause and reasonable 
complaint from a person ob- 
serving the violation (as in (he 
cases of shoplifting, defrauding 
innkeepers, restauranis and 
campgrounds); 

• lo require subdividers or 
developers lo pay their prorata 
share of "reasonable and 
necessary" off-site im- 
provements, *in addition lo 
drainage and* sewers as 
presently provided by law; 



• lo require for mandatory 
dedication by subdividers for 
school sites and parks and 
recreational areas, or for 
payment of a fee in lieu thereof. 

Mayor Roberl Cromwell also 
has proposed a letter be sent to 
Gov, Mills Godwin asking lhat 
the use of the slate military 
reservation al Camp Pendleton 
be discontinued and the land 
turned over to Ihe city for ex- 
pansion of Red Wing Golf 
Course and the building of a 
tennis complex. 



Strike halts PET commuter lines

of a strike by Carolina Trailways bus 
drivers last weekend. The project, along

When did we pass 
that ordinance? 



On the average, the city council must vote on or 
express opinions on some 30 items each week. Some 
agenda items are approved almost automatically 
by a unanimous vote, and at times, one may wonder 
if the councilmen always know exactly what they 
are voting on. 

At the Dec. 3 council meeting, Planning Director 
Charles Carrington appeared before the council to 
get the okay for renaming three city streets. 
Several councilmen were amazed that the council 
was dealing with such a petty matter as naming 
streets, and Mayor Robert Cromwell asked Mr. 
Carrington why the renaming of streets couldn't be 
done administratively through the planning 
department. 

Mr. Carrington explained to the council that in 
August they passed an ordinance "requiring a 
majority vote of council when renaming a street 
already named." 

Several councilmen looked a little dismayed that 
such an ordinance existed and they had passed it. 
Mayor Cromwell replied, "I personally wasn't 
aware of it." (The mayor, along with the rest of the 
council, voted to pass the ordinance without much 
discussion). He indicated however, if the volume of 
streets to be^ renamed becomes too time- 
consuming, the council may have to consider 
changing the ordinance.

ALL THE city departments have been busily 
getting together their budget requests for the 1974 
fiscal year. All requests were due in the city 
manager's office last week. 

Department requests may range from an order 
for funds for 12,000 paper clips to requests for new 
furniture and draperies or additional personnel. A 
memo circulated by the office of public information 
a month or so ago told the folks in the press room if 
they had any suggestions for necessary 
improvements, to submit them early. The memo 
must have put a real damper on hopes for vast 
press room improvements though, since it stated 
that this year "suggestions for a bar, sauna, etc.

Virginia is the cradle of horse racing. 
Before the Civil War, Virginia had 33 race 
tracks. After the Civil War, 13 remained 
active. During this period, Virginians were 
shipping their best stock to Kentucky to 
protect them from the Yankees. Thus, 
Kentucky became the leading breeding 
center in the United States. Virginia has 
7,500 breeding farms and 125,000 horses 
and ponies. Virginia is a great horse farm 
state, which has survived only because the 
idea was so deeply rooted from colonial 
limes. 

Virginia originally ranked number one 
as a breeding state and has gradually 
slipped to number four, behind Kentucky, 
Florida, and California. In spite of this 
retrogression, Virginia still produces some 
of the greatest horses in the world. For 
example. Mill Reef, champion in Europe 
in 1971 and voted "England's Horse of the 
Year," is owned and was bred in Virgina. 
The leading distaff money winner in the 
world, Shuvee, is owned and bred by a 
Virginian. Now, the first Triple Crown 
winner in 25 years (the epitome of ac- 
complishment in horse racing) is a 
Virginia horse named Secretarial. Bred in 
Virginia at the Meadow Stud in Doswell, 
owned by Mrs. John Tweedy, Secretarial 
is acclaimed world wide. He's on national 
and international television, but the people 
in Virginia can't enjoy him except by 
leaving the state or watching television. 
Does this make sense? 

It appears to the writer that the time 
has come for Virginia to take its rightful 
place in this great industry— the greatest 
spectator sport in the United Slates— and 
capitalize on its heritage. The way to start 
the process is to legalize horse racing 
(pari-mutuel belting) in Virginia.

Tiny Seneca recalls 30 years of healing 



Glenn trains 

for full-time 
police duty

ABHl. Matthew L. Glenn is the first Virginia 
Beach Auxiliary Policeman and first active duty 
Navy man to graduate from the Tidewater Police 
Academy at Old Dominion University. Mr. Glenn 
said he requested training in the academy to gain 
better knowledge of the laws he is required to 
enforce as an auxiliary Doliceman. 

He says this knowlegde will also benefit him in 
his current assignment as a Master At Arms at 
Naval Air Station (NAS) Oceana. He thus is 
involved in base security, enforcement of 
regulations and investigation of law violations. 

THE NINE-WEEK Basic Police School includes 
378 hours of training in subjects such as arrest 
procedures, fingerprinting, search and seizure, riot 
control, traiffic control, fire arms, defensive tactics 
and advanced first aid. He graduated with a final 
grade of 92.07. 

Mr. Glenn said, "The most interesting part of the 
course was how to take fingerprints at a crime 
scene, and how to classify fingerprints" Many 
times this is the final factor in positive 
identification of criminal suspects. He added, 
"Another thing they taught us is how crimes are 
imittetlr^ucli^sljreaktng Into anauto, so We'd 
.know what to look for during an investigation. When 
dealing with criminals it's like the old saying, 'It 
takes one to know one'." 

Mr. Glenn says "This base has to 
conform to city laws, expecially in motor vehicle 
codes, because the base is in the city fo 
Virginia Beach." Because of the training he has 
just completed he feels he "now is better qualified 
to tell new people assigned to the base what city 
laws are so they don't violate them, and of the 
cooperation between city and military police in law 
enforcement." 

LOOKING TO the future, Mr. Glenn said he feels, 
"One thing that definitely has to be changed is 
training of military security people. Many times 
base security personnel will not have a thorough 
knowledge of the laws they're trying to enforce. The 
military is just not as informed in enforcement as 
they should be. This is being changed through 
training. 

"Another thing the military needs more training 
in," he said, "is simply how to approach someone 
when talking to them during a criminal 
investigations." 

Mr. Glenn hopes to further his education in law 
enforcement and to add to his six years practical 
experience by attending the Criminal Investigation 
School at Ft. Gordon, Ga. He says he also intends to 
continue duty with the auxiliary police with the aim 
of becoming a full time police officer with the City 
of Virginia Beach when he retires from the Navy.

Today is Tiny Seneca Day at 
the General Hospital of 
Virginia Beach. Tiny Seneca is 
a nurse who remembers when 
there was no General Hospital 
of Virginia Beach — when there 
were few hospitals at all. She 
will retire from some 30 years of 
nursing service at the end of 
December. 

It used to be if you came down 
with the flu or a bad case of the 
measles, the hospital sent a 
private duty nurse to your home 
to take care of you until you 
were well — whether it took a 
day or four weeks. But things 
have changed. 

Anyone entering the nursing 
field around 1930 learned to live 
out of a suitcase as they 
traveled from home to home, 
reporting back to the hospital 
for assignments. Most hospitals 
were a part of a university 
university of Virginia at 
Charlottesville, where Ms. 
Seneca received her training 
and nursing assignments. 

"YOU'D REPORT in at the 
hospital, they'd assign you to a 
patient and you'd get to their 
homes the best way you could," 
Ms. Seneca says. "A lot of 
times I'd take the train. 
Sometimes if the family was 
well-to-do, they'd send a car for 
you. Occasionally, if the home 
was far back off the main road, 
you'd have to take a horse and 
buggy part way to get there." 

A private duty nurse took 
complete care of a patient, with 
the area d octor s topping by

about once a week to check on 
the patient and see if the nurse 
had the supplies she needed. 



Unlike today's modem fully- 
equipped hospital many homes 
did not have even the simple 
conveniences. 

"It was total country living," 
Ms. Seneca says. "The doctor 
many times lived several miles 
from where you might be 
staying. He'd check on me to 
make sure I had food and the 
other things I needed. You 
know, doctors wouldn't mess 
with you like that today." 

BUT, IF there was no one else 
around, finding food for herself 
and her patient and doing the 
household chores, as well as the 
nursing was left totally up to the 
private duty nurse. "If you 
wanted eggs, you went out to the 
hen house and got them, and if 
you wanted some milk, you 
milked the cow," Ms. Seneca 
says. "You just did the best you 
could." 

"One time I went to take care 
of a family in Orange, Va. When 
I got there the man of the family 
was upstairs in a coma. There 
were six children downstairs 
who were all very sick with 
pneumonia. Their mother had 
just died and been buried the 
day before I got there." 

It didn't matter if you had one 
patient or several when you 
were sent out on an assign- 
ment, says Ms. Seneca. "With 
one or with more you took care 
of them all with a small fee 
added on for each additional 
patient. " For the few nurses 
that actually worked in the 
hosptial in the 1930's the pay 
was $5 a day for 12 hours a day. 
A priv ate duty nurse received $8 
per day for working round-the- 
clock. She slept when she found 
the time.

TODAY'S HOSPITAL nurse 
makes about $36 a day for 
working an eight-hour shift 
each day. Private duty nurses 
also make around $36 a day, but 
they rarely stay in the home 24 
hours a day. Most of the time 
they come and go with the 
regular working day schedule. 
Ms. Seneca adds "You could 
probably buy about as much 
back then on the $5 a day as you 
can now. with the increase in 
pay." 

Assignments from the 
hospital varied. Generally, a 
nurse did about everything, 
from delivering a baby to taking 
care of an elderly person. 

"Being very young at the 
time, there were times that I 
was scared to death," Ms. 
Seneca admits. "The biggest 
problem was the feeling of 
being alone in a situation. If you 
really did need help though, 
you'd always find some way to 
get it. Sometimes to call a 
doctor you had to go down the 
road a ways to use the 
telephone." 

There were always requests 
from the patient's family, but 
there is one request Ms. Seneca 
will never forget. "I was in this 
weird place in the mountains. 
The patient expired during the 
night. In those days a doctor 
didn't have to come to 
pronounce a person dead, so I 
went down and told the family. 
The family sat around for a 
while, then they asked me to sit 
with the body all night. I sal up 
with the body all night long, 
while the rest of the family went 
to bed." 

~THl^l»KPtrESSnm brought- 
hard times for nurses. During 
that time Ms. Seneca worked in 
a doctor's home where she 
made $50 a week plus room and 
board. After the depression she 
dropped her nursing career for 
10 years to get married and 
raise a family. 

As the limes have changed, 
there are fewer private duty 
nurses and more and more 
nurses serving in hospitals 



around the country. For the 
past 15 years Ms. Seneca has 
served Virginia Beach and 
Norfolk residents, alternately 
working in hospitals in the two 
cities. 

Ms. Seneca knew the old 
Virginia Beach Hospital when it 
had a small 33-bed capacity at 
25th Street and Aratic Avenue. 
She has been the nursing 
supervisor on the 3 p.m. to 11 
p.m. shift at the new Virginia 
Beach General Hospital on 
First Colonial Road for eight 
and a half years. As supervisor, 
Ms. Seneca makes rounds of the 
entire hospital throughout the 
eight hour period, checking in at 
the various nursing stations to 
see if there are any problems 
and to make sure there is 
adequate staff for the evening. 
She is responsible for the entire 
244 bed-capacity hospital during 
the evening hours. 

THOUGH SHK says she has 
never clocked her mileage in a 
day's work, she travels the 
hospital in a routine pattern 
from pediatrics and the cardiac 
care unit on the third floor to the 
emergency room on the lower 
level. There's no set time-table 
for her stops, and she remains 
at any particular nursing 
station as long as she is needed. 

"Tiny Seneca does for a whole 
floor what a private duty nurse 



would do for a single patient," 
says one hospital employe. "She 
gives every patient' the kind of 
tender loving care a nurse 
would normally do on a one-to- 
one basis." 

Ms. Ola Dyer has worked with 
Ms. Seneca off and on since 
1950. "She is the most devoted 
hospital employe I know," Ms. 
Dyer says. "She has the warm, 
human touch that makes every 
patient feel at home. No chore is 
too big or too small for her. If 
she feels a patient needs a back- 
rub, she's just as apt to do that 
as she is to counsel a nurse." 

The members of the hospital 
staff will pay tribute to Ms. 
Seneca today during an open 
house scheduled from 2-4 p.m. 
in the hospital coffee shop. 

She will be presented a 
special retirement gift. 

Nearing age 65, Ms. Seneca 
plans to "do the lazy things" she 
hasn't always had time for, like 
catching up on her reading. 
"Plan it by ear" will be her 
approach to retirement. She 
hopes to relax and accompany 
her husband, who is a coin 
collector, on some of his trips. 

Though she will miss her 
nursing, she won't be watching 
any television medical shows to 
see what's going on. "I never 
watched those medical shows," 
she says. "I never felt like they 
would be very realistic."

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Beach teams 
enter 2nd week 
of hoop season

Basketball season enters its second week with a 
full slate on tap. Virginia Beach schools continue 
their round robin play in preparation for the 
upcoming Christmas tournaments and the Eastern 
District season which opens Jan. 4. 

FRIDAY'S GAMES 

Bayside at Princess Anne 
Only two Beach schools have ever beaten 
Princess Anne in varsity basketball. The two 
schools to turn the trick have been First Colonial 
and Cox. 

The power Coach Conrad Parker has assembled 
at Bayside is a definite threat to become the third 
member in this elite category. The Marlins feature 
the tallest frontline of any city team with 6'5" 
center Elton Gross, 6'4" forward 
Jim Goffigan and 6'3" forward Don Harold. 

Gross and Goffigan are the heart of the Bayside 
offense. The duo combined for 59 points in 
Bayside's opener /The pair must scorejf Baysidejs 
to be a winner. "We're hot going 'to get a HI6r~oT" 
scoring out of our guards," says Parker. Bayside 
guards are giving the Marlins good ball handling 
and playmaking, commodities which were lacking 
in Bayside's efforts last year. 

Princess Anne is once again a solid well-displined 
ball club. The Cavaliers shoot uncannily well from 
the perimeter areas. Leading the accurate shooting 
contingent are returning lettermen George Purdin 
and John Paden. The two forwards hit on 17 of 26 
field goal attempts in their opening win against 
Kempsville. 

Coach Leo Anthony feels a major asset of this 
year's Cavalier squad is its ball-handling ability. In 
their opener this facet of Princess Anne's game was 
readily evident. In Kempsville's first two games, 
the Chiefs averaged 20 steals with their pressure 
defense tactics. Against the Cavaliers they 
managed only three. Senior guard Tom Callen is 
Anthony's best ball - handler. Callen has 
all the qualities of an excellent high school guard- 
strong defense, an accurate shot and excellent floor 
leadership. 

The key to the contest should be how well the 
Cavaliers can clog the lane against Bayside's high 
scoring frontline. 

Kellam at Cox 
Two teams that have gotten off to rough starts 
meet in* this contest. The Falcons dropped their 
first two encounters to Wilson and Bayside. Kellam 
fell victim to First Colonial in their season opener 
by 11 points. 

Cox has a definite advantage in overall team size 
against the Knights. The biggest Falcon of all is 
forward Randy Robinson. The senior star has 
racked up 49 points in two losing causes. At 6'4" 
Robinson should be a dominating factor around the 
basket. 

A pleasant surprise for Cox Coach Phil Williams 
has been the play of junior transfer Bobby Allen. 
The 6'1" Allen averaged 19 points a game in the 
Falcons first two contests and also has been of 
considerable help on the boards. 

Chris Reich is a promising sophomore center, 
and despite a slow start, he should improve as he 
gains game experience. Williams has also been 
getting good point production out of forward John 
Richards and guard Perry Hill. 

Kellam has a small team and must run and play 
good defense to win. "Despite the loss I was pleased 
with the showing the team made both offensively 
and defensively," said Coach William Brey after 
the loss to First Colonial. "If the first game is any 
indication, Kellam should be competitive this 
year," feels Brey. 

Kellam got balanced scoring from all of its 
starters in their opener. Sonny Blackmon chipped 
in with 10 points in a reserve role. Gary Woodhouse, 
despite a bad first game showing, should be the 
Knights team leader. Kellam is also blessed with a 
promising sophomore in Brian Macon. In his first 
varsity game Macon scored ten points. 

The team that plays the better defense should 
win. 

Kempsville at First Colonial 
This game is a battle between two potentially 
high scoring clubs. Kempsville, in winning two of 
their first three, has averaged 80 points a game. 
First Colonial netted 85 in their opener against 
Kellam* 

Kempsville Coach Bill Cochrane has one of the 
Eastern District's best big men in the person of 
Britt Glisson. Against a tough Princess Anne 
defense Glisson scored 21 points in a losing effort. 
The Chiefs team leader is guard Billy Foster. In 
Kempsville's opening win over Norfolk Catholic 
Foster scored 29 points while handing out 14 assists 
to his tgammates. In Kempsville's first three 
games Foster has averaged 17 points. 

Kempsville has also been getting good point 
production from their two starting forwards, Oliver 
Mayfield and Dave Gilliam. The pair have 
averaged 31 points a game between them. 

The key to how First Colonial fares is how senior 
cornerman Bert Lewis plays. In the Patriots' 
opener Lewis scored 26 points and got 14 rebounds. 
Due to an overall lack of team size, Lewis is forced 
to carry an extremely heavy load in the rebounding 
department. 

"Speedy" Gainer gives the Patriots good ball- 
handling and a definite outside shooting threat . The 
senior guard scored 20 points in the Patriot opener. 
A pleasant surprise for Coach Alton Hill was the 
play of Mark Butts. Hill expected Butts to 
make a valuable contribution to the 
team by mid-season as he gained 
experience, but the senior delivered 
a 10-point, nine-rebound effort against Kellam. 

Both teams like to run and are question marks in 
the rebounding department. The team that controls 
its defensive board and gets its fast break going will 
win.

Princess Anne manages to hold 
wirining streak over Kempsville

Kempsville had never beaten 
Princess Anne in a varsity 
basketball contest. When 
Friday nights activities ended, 
the Chiefs were still looking for 
their elusive first win over the 
neighboring school.

NFL not playing 
with a full deck 



Never before has a mathematics degree from 
MIT been a prerequisite for becoming a sports 
writer. 

However, NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle has 
made the straight journalism major as obsolete as 
30-cent gallons of gasoline. Jimmy the Greek now 
needs a slide rule and the knowledge of an Einstein 
to figure out what teams will make the playoffs. 

THE AVID football fan has sat through 13 weeks 
of Sunday-afternoon mayhem and Monday-night 
mania and still the playoff picture is no clearer than 
Frank Gifford's play-by-play. Twenty-six teams 
began this NFL season with a chance to make the 
playoffs. Only one week is left to play in the regular 
season, and by unofficial count, 11 clubs still are 
eligible for post-season play. 

Last weekend was typical in "Playoff Pete's" 
world of "wild card monopoly." Early Sunday 
afternoon the Atlanta Falcons were bombed by the 
St. Louis Cardinals — a distinction worthy of 
extenction from playoff contention — and so it 
seemed.

But the Washington Redskins had other ideas. 
George Allen's charges made one fatal mistake. 
They showed up in Dallas disdaining a f orf iet which 
would have given the "Over the Hill Gang" their 
second straight Eastern Division title. Instead, the 
Reskins chose to play and lose by 20 points. Lo and 
behold, the Falcons, written off scant hours earlier 
without any trump cards, were again holding a 
possible wild card invitation. 
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AT THE START of the season, who would have 
believed the lowly Philadelphia Eagles would have 
the final say in selecting the wild card out of the 
NFC deck. The Eagles can send the Redskins into 
the cold of Bloomington, Minn, by simply 
performing down to usual Philadelphia standards. 

Only in the NFL, it is not whether you win or lose 
but by how much you lose. The Redskins for the 
second straight week will live by this newly- 
imposed Rozelle rule. Failing to lose by less than 
seven last week, Washington will be playing with 
one eye on the Eagles and one eye on the 
scoreboard. The Redskins have to win Sunday to 
become the wild card in "Playoff Pete's" NFC 
playing hand. The Falcons have a better ranking in 
the NFC points scored and points given-up 
comparison, rating fourth to the Redskins sixth. 

In comparison to the NFC. the AFC was the 
picture of law and order last weekend. Two teams 
were actually eliminated from the playoff 
scramble. 

THIS SUNDAY the AFC offers the most 
interesting possibilities. Buffalo could eliminate 
themselves from wild card consideration by losing 
to the New York Jets.

When 
the day comes that the NCAA does set-up a 
committee to study the possibility of a college 
football playoff, hopefully "Playoff Pete" won't be 
a member of the panel. 

To Pete Rozelle — may all games be blacked out 
on your television screen except the New York 
Giants intra-squad games, and may Howard Cosell 
be your only commentator.

The two teams attempted *B5 foul 
shots with First Colonial hitting 21 of 
36 while the Knights hit on 22 of 32. 
Four players fouled out of the game 
as both coaches were forced to rely on 
their benches. 

FIRST COLONIAL'S Bert Lewis, 
the Patriots Ail-American candidate, 
led his team with a 26-point, 14- 
re bound effort. Junior guard Speedy 
Gainer complemented the high 
scoring forward's performance with a 
20-point contribution of his own, but it 
was the Patriot bench which really 
told the story. 

In an evenly played first half, the 
Knights came out slightly on top. The 
first quarter ended with Kellam 
holding a 21-20 edge. Accurate 
shooting from both the floor and the 
foul line enabled the Knights to in- 
crease their lead to 41-38 at in- 
termission, but Kellam had to pay a 
steep price via the personal foul route 
for their slender margin. 

The referee's whistle finally caught 
up with the Knights early in the third 
quarter. The Knights best defensive 
ballplayer, Gary Woodhouse, was 
relegated to the bench for the 



remainder of the game as he was 
cited for a flagrant foul. "Losing 
Woodhouse was the key in the game," 
said Kellam Coach William Brey." 
Up until that point we had been 
matching up real well with First 
Colonial, but after we lost Woodhouse 
our lack of depth started to take its 
toll." 

THE SHIFT in momentum was 
clearly evident in the third quarter 
scoreboard. First Colonial outscored 
the reeling Knights 26-10 to take a 64- 
51 lead. The Patriots were also 
plagued by foul trouble, Coach 
Alton Hill was forced to go to his 
bench in the third quarter. "It was a 
really nice feeling seeing that lead 
building up and knowing the majority 
of my first team was sitting on the 
bench," stated Hill.

came off the bench to score five 
points. "Our bench was the key to the 
game. They came in there and did a 
real fine job," said Hill. 

"WE STARTED to hit our shots a 
little better and the defense did a 
much better job in the second half." 
said Hill. 

Kellam's play improved in the final 
quarter as the Knights outscored the 
Patriots 23-21. "We scored over 20 
points in every quarter except the 
third, but First Colonial's lead was 
just too much to make up," com- 
mented Brey. 

Kellam got a balanced scoring 
effort in defeat as four players hit for 
double figures. Guard Robert Hughes 
led the way with 18 points. Robert 
Folson followed with 12. Jim Perkins 
had 11 points while Sonny Blackmon 
and Brian Macon chipped in with ten 
apiece. 

"WE ARE going to have to shoot 
better to win (First Colonial hit on 33 
of 78 shots from the floor for 42 per- 
cent) but it's always nice to get that 
first one," summed up Patriot Coach 
Hill. 

Kellam hosted Princess Anne, and 
First Colonial was on the road against 
Cox Tuesday night.

Narcotics 'agent' Bruno 
noses out illegal drugs

Donald E. Tull and his part- 
ner, Bruno, are one of the most 
unusual, teams involved in 
combating drug and narcotic 
trafficking in Virginia Beach, 
Bruno is a 4-year-old 
German Shepherd dog workings 
with Mr. Tull in seeking out 
(hose who bring marijuana and 
hashish onto the Little Creek 
Naval Amphibious Base. 

Bruno has been trained to 
locate marijuana or hashish in 
concealed locations by picking 
up the scenl of the odor given off 
by the drugs. Mr. Tull, attached 
to the civilian base police force, 
says Bruno can detect the drugs 
hidden virtually anywhere, 
even if they are buried. 

One of the- most significant 
finds lh,e team has made during 
their two-and-a-half years 
operation was the discovery of 
22 pounds of hashish, with a 
"street value" of $96,000. 
concealed in an overstuffed 
chair contained in household 
effects that had been shipped 
from Rota, Spain. 

WHEN SEEKING out drugs, 
Mr. Tull will take Bruno into a 
building or room and release 
him. On the command "search," 
Bruno will move about 
sniffing for the drug's scenl. 
When the odor is picked up 
Bruno will "alert" by pawing 
the object he believes is con 
cealing the drug. 

"The whole success of the 
operation," Mr. Tull says, 
"is knowing your dog, having a 
love for him and he having a 
love for you. He works to please 
you. You have lo watch the dog 
and more or less work by the 
dog, because he's the one doing 



the smelling. A dog's capability 
of detecting odors is 70 per cent 
greater than that of a human." 
In describing Bruno's 
eagerness for the work, Mr. Tull 
says, "Once he feels he has 
located a drug he really wants 
to gel to, he will dig, paw or bite 
logel lo it ." Mr. Tull added, "Of 
coarse, he has his good days and 
his bad days, just like humans." 

Commenting on the 

success of their operation, Mr. 
Tull says I hey are 80 per cent 
effective. The remaining 20 per 
cent consists of "false alerts" 
when Bruno will react lo an 
object in which Ihe drug may 
have been placed momentarily 
while being hidden, or picking 
up the odor from clothing of 
someone who may have been in 
a room where marijuana was 
being used. *"* *. 

9 Nfr Tull and Bruno do not 
confine their activities to Ihe 
amphibious base. They also 
work with the other military 
commands and civilian 
agencies in searching for drugs. 
When not committed to any 
specific assignment, they will 
conduct impromptu searches of 
buildings, such as barracks, on 
the base They have also flown 



out lo ships at sea or boarded 
ships reaching port when they 
are suspected of containing 
drugs. 

REGARDING THE legal 
aspect of their work, Mr. Tull 
and Bruno have authority to 
cnler buildings and conduct 
searches. If Bruno indicates 
drugs may be concealed in 
these items, Mr. Tull will place 
ihe suspect item under guard, 
obtain writlen search auihority 
and summon Ihe item's user to 
personally witness the search of 
the suspected ilem. 

Mr. Tull had lo undergo 13 
weeks of specialized training at 
Ft. Benning, Ga. for his work, 
including slrenous physical 
(raining over obstacle courses 
in addition lo classroom in- 
si ruction. 

When aske'd why he entered 
this type work, he replied, "I 
don't know. I just enjoy it. When 
at Benning I even wondered 
why I was putting myself 
through all those things' with 
people 19 and 20 years old (he 
was 40 at the time. ) But now I 
feel it was all worthwhile." As 
for having Bruno for a partner, 
Mr Tull said, "We're a team, 
we need each other."

(Continued fromj>.l) 
aspects and dimensions, 
positive and negative, good and 
bad, desirable, and undesirable. 

"Then the individual, upon 
examination of these factors, 
decides for himself whether or 
not lo use drugs." 

William Garrison, supervisor 
of health and physical education 
for the secondary schools and 
ihe lop person in drug educalion 
in the public schools, says that 
"young people are smart." He 
believes that youngsters will 
make the right decisions about 
drug use after being presented 
with all the facts. 

A I- T II (> UGH MR. 
GARRISON feels lhat Virginia 
Beach's drug education 
program is effective, he said 
there is no infallible way to 
measure its effectiveness. 

"We have no criteria to 
evaluate our program," Mr. 
Garrison said. "There is no way 
lo know how many youngsters 
we have prevented from usinj - 
drugs. Bui the way you have to ' 
look at il is, 'What would be the 
situalion if we didn'l have the 
program?' 

"We just try to give lo the 
studeni as much information as 
we can and appeal lo his 
judgment to make a wise 
decision. It's their decision," he 
said . 

The schools' drug education 
program started six years ago. 
Mr. Garrison said lhat ihf 
Virginia Beach school system 
was the first in Ihe state lo start . 
a comprehensive drug 
education program. < 

WHEN THE DRUG program 
first started, he said that 
teachers were reluctant tc 
leach the subject. But altitudes, 
have changed with education, 
he said, and "Now we have 284 
teachers involved in leaching 
drug educalion." 

In ihe early days of drug 
education, Mr. Garrison in- 
dicated lhat if ihe school sysiem 
couldn't find the information il 
needed il compiled its own. 

The city schools produced a 
pamphlet , a message lo parents 
about drugs, containing pic- 
tures of various drugs, how the; I 
are used, their psychological 
and physical effects, a 
suggested reading list, a list of 
drug abuse symptoms and a 
glossary of drug slang. 

ONE OF THE most effective 
means of communicating with 
students about drug abuse is 
with the use of sound film which 
has more impact and im- 
mediacy than printed material. 

To determine what kinds of 
drug films students are being 
shown in ihe schools, a sample** 
of the films was previewed at 
ihe schools' Media Center near 
Ihe municipal center, where all 
resource materials for teachers 
are stored. 

One film on volaiive 
chemicals and marijuana 
called "What Would You Do?" 
was aimed at sixth graders. Il 
was prepared for use in con- 
junction with classroom 
discussion. 

Another film "Focus on 
Downers," was prepared for 
secondary school students, both 
junior high and high school age. 
Ii featured Greg Morris of' 
"Mission: Impossible." 

A film with Sonny Bono (half 
of Sonny and Cher) presented 
facts about marijuana for sixth 
and seventh grade students. 

THE SAMPLE films viewed 
ai the Media Center generally' 
were effeciive with a minimum 
of preaching and scare tactics 
They iried lo present ihe in- 
formation factually, then gave 
ihe siudenis the choice of 
deciding for themselves their 
own course of action. 

"We never bought any horror 
stuff in purchasing films for 
student viewing," said Ann 
Davis, director of ihe Media' 
Center. "We will preview Id 
films .0 every one we buy," she 
said.

(Continued from p.l) 
you mentally or how it affects 
your hearing." She expressed 
concern for her 15-month -old 
son by saying, "I wonder if it 
has affected his hearing 
because he's always heard it." 

MS. MAE HILTON com 

mented, "The base was here 
when we moved here. 
Sometimes the noise bothers 
you, but it makes you feel 
secure when you realize it's for 
our benefit." 

Regarding use of fuel for the 
flights, Ms. Hilton said, "With 
l he stale of the world today, 
first things come first, and I 
Ihink they're important." 

Ms. Kathy Brown said, "It 
really doesn't bother me that 
much. In the summertime it 
bothers us more because the 
windows are open." She added 
it very rarely bothers her 
children, ages 1 and 3 "In fact I 
only know of one time when it 
woke them up during their 
nap." 

Ms. Brown added, "I guess 
some of it could be cut out" lo 
save fuel. 

Ms. David White said, "It's 
just nerve-wracking when you 
want to listen to the sounds of 
the outdoors." As for affecting 
her four children, ages 2 to 6, 
she said that when there is a 
large number of flights, "it 
bothers them, bur they don't 
seem loo concerned since 
they've grown up with it." 

MS. HELEN VOLIVIA. 
pointing to the large number of 
flights over her home said, "It 
does bother me once in awhile. 
¥<>u gel a little disturbed but not 
enough lo complain about. It 
doesn't cause any disruption in 
family activities. As for using 
fuel for these flights during a 
shortage, I haven't thought too 
much about it one way or the 
other." 

Capl. Mandeville said steps 
are being taken to curtail the 
use of fuel at NAS Oceana. "We 
hope to be able lo cut back as 
much as 25 per cent on fuel 
consumption. However, when it 
comes to requalifying carrier 
pilots, that's one place we can't 
short cut, because as a national 
asset, he would not be as 
operational as he should." 

"We're also trying lo con- 
serve fuel by doubling up on 
training flights," Capt. Man- 
deville added. "We've curtailed 
our cross-country navigational 
training flights to save fuel. 
We've also eliminated some 
operations, such as 'hot-line 
refueling'." This involves the 
refueling of planes in special 
fueling "pits" just after lan- 
ding, while the pilot continues lo 
run the engine. Capt. Man- 
deville says planes now move to 
fueling pits after landing and 
are shut down. After refueling, 
they are towed to ramp 
positions. 

A MAJORITY of complaints 
concern continuous flights over 
residential area into the late 
night hours. Capt. Mandeville 
says, "We're trying to spread 
the flights out so we don't have 
to continue into the night, but 
some night training is 
necessary because of carrier 
landings being made at night." 

Cmdr. LaVelle says as many 
as 35 to 50 phone calls of noise 
complaints are received each 
night of operation. He says most 
of the people ask, "Why do (he 
planes always have to come 
over my house?" He says that 
when people are informed of 
practically no choice in 
operational patterns due to 
wind direction, "90 per cent of 
the people leave Jhe. phone 
satisfied. The£ dbn t like it 
but at least they understand." 

Cmdr. LaVelle said, "We 
have also raised the operational 
altitudes in requalificab'on at 
Oceana above (hat used at 
Fentress lo assist in cutting 
down noise during the touch- 
and-go landing operations." 

When questioned as to 
whether he foresees any major 
problems in activities at NAS 
Oceana resulting from fuel 
shortages, Capl. Mandeville

Economy cars : 
safety hazards 
cheaper on gas 



Q — Your column on the safety hazards of small cars 
is misleading. You did not attempt to separate "idiot 
cars" (sports types) from vehicles used stricktly as an 
economical way to save gasoline. 

Small cars are the only answer to the dilemma that 
faces us. Why don't you write something about the 
persistence of Detroit auto manufacturers who keep on 
building elephantine monsters that gobble gas while a 
fuel shortage exists? — R.W., Newhall, Calif. 

A — You are correct in stating that large cars gulp 
more gas than small cars. But you are seriously 
playing down the continuing hazard small cars present 
(sports or economy models) in crashes. 

We seem to be rushing to the small car because it 
consumes less gasoline. When we buy and drive these 
small cars, however, we must realize that statistics 
show them to be much more dangerous than big cars 
when involved in serious crashes. 

Perhaps the 50 mph speed limit might make all 
drivers' chances better, whether they're driving small 
or large cars. Hopefully, more drivers of small cars 
will be aware of the inherent weakness of small size vs. 
big size. 

European and Japanese small-car manufacturers 
are moving ahead with vehicles they claim will be 
much more Crash-resistant than present models. 
Meanwhile, safety engineers recommend that you use 
your seat-belt system at all limes and limit your 
driving to local or short-range trips. 



Mind Your Money 



Q— You should alert your readers to the necessity of 
checking both the number (serial number) on the 
television set and the instruction booklet before buying 
the set . Some sets are advertised as "portable" but are 
enormous and have no carrying strap. 

Much iq my dismay, I found thai almost all portable 
television sets (whether you can lift them or not) 
, require being taken to the shop for warranty repairs. — 
Mrs. R.L.B., Shreveport, La.. 

A — Unfortunately, most large-size portable TV sets 
require in shop repairs under warranty. In-home 
repairs will cost you plenty. It is indeed hard to tell 
whether some sets are "portable" or not. Ask the 
dealer or look in the instruction booklet. I'm sending 
your complaint on to the Federal Trade Commission 
and to the appropriate industry association for action. 
Maybe we can get a warning on the sales tag to read: 
"This set must be brought in for all warranty work." 

Q — What about fruit drinks with added vitamins? 
How do they compare with real fruit juices as to cost 
and nutrition value? — Mrs. S.S.M., Sratoga, Calif. 

A — Many fruit drinks feature "vitamin C added." 
Vitamin C is one of the most inexpensive vitamins. You 
can buy vitamin C through local chain-store brands 
and mix il with your own water, sugar and artificial 
flavor for much less than fruit drinks cost. 

Mosi nutritionists agree that fresh or frozen fruit 
juice is better for you than fruit drinks. Make your own 
price comparisons. Compare, say, a large-size con- 
tainer of frozen orange juice (local brand) with the 
various fruit drinks on a cost per ounce or quart basis. 
Usually I he prices are fairly competitive.

Finding filched fruitcake is only part of stage manager's vital job

As the stage lights go up at the Virginia 
Beach Little Theatre, each actor takes his 
place on stage. But, what's happening 
backstage that the audience never sees? 
"Hey , does anybody have an extra garter 
belt?" 

"I think my wig just walked into the 
women's dressing room." 

"Deal me in. Anyone else want to play 
pinochle?" 

Backstage it's chaos from 7:30 p.m. until 
the play is over around 11 p.m. Amid the 
chaos, the stage manager tries to remain 
sane. Making the coffee, checking the 
dressingrooms (placing a water cooler in 
each) and seeing that all the actors even- 
tually show up at the theatre are just a part of 
being a stage manager. Once a show opens, 
the director takes a "viewer's" seat and the 
play becomes the stage manager's property. 

STAGE MANAGER for the Little Theatre's 
current production, "The Man Who Came to 
Dinner," Phyliss Driscol has been a member 
of the backstage crew for five different 
Little Theatre plays. She's gotten an eyeful of 
what a regular audience member would 
never see. 



It all begins a little after 7 p.m. Ms. Driscol 
is at the theatre to begin preparations for the 
evening's performance. The backstage 
"Tragedies" are numerous. One minute the 
lights won't work, and there aren't any cups 
for coffee. The next minute it's time for 
curtain call and one of the actors isn't at the 
theatre yet. 

"There are really no big hassles," Ms. 
Driscol says. "It's all a question of being 
organized. I come and get the lights on and 
get things ready and as the actors come, they 
just sign in on the sign-in sheet." 

A huge sign-in sheet is taped to the back of 
the door leading from the dressing rooms to 
the stage areas. Each actor makes a mark — 
or a comment — in a square by his name as he 
arrives each night. Comments range from 
"Happy Birthday to me" to "I feel like a 10- 
year-old kid" or "This is relaxing." 



AS THE ACTORS go about their business, 
pasting on a mustache here and a false 
eyelash there, Ms. Driscol is on hand to help 
and to try to organize the mass confusion that 
lakes place. "If by 8:10 everybody hasn't 
signed in, then I start getting hysterical," Ms. 
Driscol says. 

Once everybody has signed in and as the 
showtime draws near, Ms. Driscol gives the 
cast 15,10 and five minute calls. "Places 



everybody, let's go," she says. "Props, ready 
for one?" 

Ever wonder when one actor says to 
another "break a leg" if maybe he really 
means it? Like all theatres, that's a popular 
phrase at the Little Theatre, and though there 
are "a lot of big egos backstage, that's really 
no problem," Ms. Driscol says. "This is a 
community project, and we're all here 
because we want to be here." 

THE ANTICS backstage continue as the 
play goes on. The choir boys in "The Man 
Who Came to Dinner" have kept Ms. Driscol 
on her toes. "One night I had to go out in the 
woods in the back of the theatre to gather 
them up. It was almost time for them to go on, 
and I had to bring them in and wash them 
up." (The five choir boys from a local church 
appear in the play to sing "Silent Night." 
They had just gotten bored waiting for act 
three to roll around.) 

Another time, Ms. Driscol remembered, 
"The maid was supposed to carry a piece of 
fruitcake on a plate behind her back to give to 
Mr. Whiteside. She looked back, and it was 
gone. One of the little choir boys had eaten it. 
We had to run around and cut her another 
piece." 

Once the play is underway, Ms. Driscol 
patrols the entire backstage area. She is in 



frequent contact with the people in the light 
booth. Her biggest role, however, is keeping 
the cast quiet. 

"IT'S COLD in here" whispers one cast 
member to Ms. Driscol. "Can't you do 
something about the heat?", 

"I don't want it too hoi," says another. I'll 
sweat and my mustache will fall off." 

Trying to please them all, Ms. Driscol is 
where she is needed, whether it's to hold one 
side of a set of doors while an actor makes an 
entrance, to find a lost slipper or help with a 
quick costume change. Periodically, she 
sticks her head in the dressing room door to 
say "Will you all please be quiet." (Though the 
cast is supposed to be listening to the monitor 
for their cues, they are usually cutting up or 
playing cards.) 

Ms. Driscol has done sets, costumes and 
been assistant director for other Little 
Theatre productions. Though she says she has 
"visions of having to go on stage when an 
actor doesn't show up for a performance," 
she has no ambition of being on stage rather 
than beind the scene. 

"I love the technical side of the theatre and 
I prefer the artwork," Ms. Driscol says. "I 
couldn't be in a play. I'd be terrified. I'd just 
collapse."

instruments concluding in a 
brilliant Presto finale. 

The Bartok "Second Violin 
Sonata" proved to be an in- 
teresting divertissement. The 
composer has been noted for 
inventing his own system of 
harmony, often basing it on 
dissonance. This work produces 
tension, energy and many 
dynamic devices. Mr. Fuchs 
used connected legato, 
detached staccato, plucked 
pizzicato and even the mute for 
special effect. 

The most popular piece with 
Ihe audience was the "Rondo 
Papageno, Opus 20" which is 
based on the Papageno motif 
from Mozart's "The Magic 
Flute." This work completed 
his planned program, and he 
received a standing ovation and 
many curtain calls. He 
reciprocated with an encore 
which thoroughly pleased the 
audience.

City Of Virginia Beach, Va. 
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Sand replenishment plan 
has $3.2 million price tag 



The proposed replenishment of the 
eroded strip beach from Rudee Inlet 
north with sand dredged from 
Thimble Shoals in Chesapeake Bay is 
estimated to cost in excess of $3.2 
million. The Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission arrived at this figure in 
its Tuesday meeting by using cost 
factors of two years ago, when the 
plan was first considered, in 
acquiring one million cubic yards of 
sand. 

The program involves using a 
government-owned hopper dredge to 
remove sand from the channel, 
transporting the sand to a stockpile 
site at Fort Story and truck-hauling 
the sand to the beach. The plan was 



viewed as the solution to the city's 
critical problem of saving the beach 
during a meeting of city officials, 
erosion commissioners, and 
representatives of the Army Corps of 
Engineers and Fort Story. This adhoc 
committee is scheduled to reconvene 
Jan. 10 to review the plan's progress. 

EROSION commissioners pointed 
out the necessity of finding a new 
source of sand by February to 

continue its beach replenishment 
program. It has been estimated that 
use of the Fort Story stockpiling 
program could not begin before June 
or July. This is based on the 
neccessity of advance scheduling of 
the government's dredge. 



The commission has tentative 
approval to truck-haul sand from Fort 
Story prior to the Chesapeake Bay 
dredging. The sand will be taken from 
the stockpile area and replaced with 
sand removed from the bay when the 
dredging begins. 

The erosion commission also is 
awaiting city approval of its proposed 
budget to cover next year's cost of 
operation. The budget is sbme 
$150,000 above that of the last budget. 
The commission points out, however, 
the new budget includes items which 
had not been previously submitted to 
the city, such as $25,000 worth of 
insurance premiums, $30,000 to cover 
pipe costs and engineering fees of 
$25,000.

Committee recommends energy 
conservation moves for schools

Teens involved 
in anti-drug move 
in public schools

If peer pressure and encouragement can lead to 
drug experimentation, then peer encouragement 
- can also lead to the student's decision to avoid drug 
use. 

This is the reasoning of the Virginia Beach school 
system in instituting a' new school program called 
Teens Render Aid in Drug Education (TRADE). 

"Basically why we went into the TRADE 
program was to try something different," 
explained William Garrison, supervisor of health 
and physical education for the secondary schools 
and the schools' drug education supervisor. "We 
thought a peer-type program would be effective," 
he said. 

TRADE is an all-volunteer program started in 
October, 1971, by 36 junior and senior-level students 
from Kellam High School. The students visited nine 
elementary schools to discuss drug use and abuse 
with sixth and seventh-grade children. 

THE PROGRAM was judged so successful after 
the first year that twice the number of volunteers 
were used in 1972. This year four groups of students 
from Kellam, Princess Anne, Bayside and Cox High 
Schools visit elementary school students to "rap" 
about drug use. 

None of the volunteers in the TRADE program is 
a drug user, Mr. Garrison said.

Thermostats in the city schools should 
be set between 65 and 68 degrees in the 
daytime and between 60 and 65 degrees at 
night to conserve energy, a school energy 
conservation committee recommended to 
the Virginia Beach School Board Tuesday. 

The committee, headed by William 
Moosha, assistant principal of Bayside 
High School, recommended that in- 
structional time be curtailed only as a last 
resort, with non-school activities heading 
the list of items to be cut first to conserve 
energy. 

Dr. E. E. Brickell, school superin- 
tendent, indicated that the school ad- 
ministration will study the committee's 
report and present recommendations to 
the board for action. 

THE COMMITTEE also recommended 
that each of the 49 city schools set up its 
own energy "watchdog committee'' of 
faculty and students to conserve energy. 

The report included a recommendation 



that the schools examine the practice of 
making school buildings available for non- 
school use, such as for civic league and 
scout meetings. The committee suggested 
that the board make distinctions between 
civic and service-oriented groups and 
profit-making groups in allocating 
building use. 

If athletic activities must be cut back, 
the committee suggested the order in 
which certain activities should be 
eliminated. 

First to be cut would be transportation of 
accompanying groups, such as drill teams 
and bands, to athletic events Next would 
be elimination of transportation of athletes 
to their homes after practice sessions. 
Third would be limiting transportation of 
visiting teams to and from the host school 
only. Finally, all transportation to and 
from athletic events would be eliminated. 

THE REPORT also recommended that 
transportation for the city-wide extra- 



mural events be eliminated. Events are 
scheduled in February, March and May. 
Rather than curtailing night use of gyms 
for recreational programs, the committee 
recommended that night temperatures (60 
to 65 degrees) be maintained. 

The establishment of walking zones at 
each school should be undertaken by the 
local school's conservation committee and 
the school principal, the committee 
suggested, and all night programs at 
, schools should be held in electrically- 
heated, rather than oil heated, school 
buildings. 

Dr. Brickell said that he was "especially 
pleased" with the committee's recom- 
mendation that the school board urge the 
city council to sponsor an energy-saving 
campaign appealing to citizens, business 
and industry. 

"The brunt of the energy conservation 
program should not all be borne by school 
children," Dr. Brickell said. 



Sparrow first to announce 
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Black to seek city council seat

A black man on the Virginia 
Beach City Council? Why not, 
says Robert E. W. Sparrow, a 
retired Virginia Beach police 
sergeant. 

Mr. Sparrow announced 
Monday that he is planning to 
seek either the Kempsville 
Borough seat (since he lives in 
Kempsville) or one of two at- 
large city council seats that will 
go up for grabs in May. 

"I just feel like it's time that 
some black be added to the city 
council," says Mr. Sparrow. "I 
want to represent all the people, 
not just the black minority. I 
feel like all voices should be 
heard." 

. BEING THE first candidate 
to announce for the May council 
race, Mr. Sparrow will wait to 



see who else is in the running 
before he decides which seat he 
will seek. It is his desire to 
represent the community and 
not a complaint against the 
present city council that made 
him decide to seek the office. "I 
think the present council is 
doing a fine job, especially 
where blacks are concerned," 
Mr. Sparrow said. "They seem 
to take quick action when any 
blacks go to them with a 
problem." 

Mr. Sparrow feels that 
because of his 30 years of ser- 
vice on the. Princess Anne 
County and Virginia Beach City 
Police Departments and his 
participation in other civic 
activities he could easily be 
elected— and not just by the 
vote of the black population He 
says, "I wouldn't even take it if 
I thought I was being elected 
only by the minority vote, and I 



don't want anyone to think I'm 
running just to represent the 
minority." 

MR. SPARROW retired from 
the Virginia Beach police force 
in July. He was a member of the 
city's K-9 Corps and later a 
sergeant on the vice squad. 
Prior to the merger between 
Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County, he served with the 
Princess Anne. County Police 
Department. His civic activities 
include being finance secretary 
for the Tomaco Park Civic 
League, chairman of the Board 
of Deacons of the Mount Olive 
Baptist Church, vice-president 
of the Tidewater Brotherhood of 
Deacons, treasurer of the 
United Citizens League and a 
Masonic Lodge member. 

"Other cities have black 
representation, and I think it's 
time that Virginia Beach did," 
Mr. Sparrow says. "We just 



need a change. As time moves 
on things change. It's like the 
old horse and buggy days. If we 
hadn't changed, we would still 
be traveling by horse and 
buoy."

Chamber urges 
no home growth 
in Noise Zone—

The Virginia Beach Chamber of Commerce has 
recommended a curtailment in residential development 
of Naval Air Station (NAS) Oceana's "Noise Zone 3". the 
area which experiences the majority of aircraft passing 
overhead during NAS operations. 

It is proposed this be accomplished in several steps 
including: 

•Prohibiting additional construction of non-compatible 
(residential) buildings in the area; 

oExpanding the Oceana West Industrial Park; 

•Developing a portion of the area into compatible uses 
such as an office park or golf course, and make it ad- 
vantageous for present owners to sell their property on the 
basis utilized in "Oceana West" or convert non- 
compatible property to compatible use; 

•Gaining cooperation between the Navy and the city 
• to obtain federal funds to acquire existing non-compat- 
ible properties and structures 

THE RECOMMENDATIONS have brought favorable 
reactions from major developers, 'the Virginia Beach 
Planning Department, the Virginia Beach Department of 
Economic Development and the Navy. 

Lawrence A. Sancilio, president of the chamber, said, 
"We feel it would behoove everyone concerned, including 
people who own property in that area, to see if they could 
combine their efforts with the city and air base to zone 
their property in a way that may even give it more 
value than they would have residentiary. This may be 
criticized by some, but we think it's the best thing to do " 

Terry Corp. President Frederick Napolitano com- 
mented, "NAS Oceana is a great asset to the city, and if 
this is what is needed to protect it, we concur in it. As a 
general policy Terry Corp feels the city has to be 
developed, and we are for anything that is for the Det- 
erment of the city in future development of the city." 

PLANNING DIRECTOR Charles C. Carrington said 
that on July 16 the planning department requested city 
council adopt a policy under which "the City of Virginia 
Beach shall discourage and prohibit, where feasible, all 
residential and other incompatible uses of the land within 
Noise Zone 3. Where such a policy is infeasible, the density 
of incompatible uses shall be minimized and building 
standards required which affect a reduction in interior 
noise levels." 

Mr. Carrington added the adoption of such a policy 
would be particularly useful "as a notification to 
prospective buyers and renters of the noise and safety- 
related hazards of the subject property." 

Economic Development Director A. James DeBellis 
reacted to recommendations by saying, "We need an area 
in the city reserved for business development, and they're 
saying that i.'s feasible to expand in the area of the air 
station. We welcome it. It gives us more land to develop 
industrially or as office property, and it assists the Navy. 

"If we do make it into an office development," Mr. 
DeBellis added, "this would act as a buffer and protect the 
area." 

Mr. Sancilio, who is also president of Larasan Realty 
Corp., commented on the recommended use of federal 
funds to acquire misting non-compatible properties and

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The little guy 
has no 'class' 



The little guy has lost out again. The U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled Monday that individual 
citizens could not band together to file a class 
action suit in federal court unless each could 
prove a stake of at least $10,000 in the case. 

Class action suits had been popularized by 
Ralph Nader and other consumer and 
environmentalist groups to remedy injustices 
where many individuals were suffering 
hardship. For example, in the case Monday, 
200 Vermonters claimed their property had 
been damaged by pollution and discharges 
from a paper mill. 

The 6-3 decision of the court was based on a 
federal statute which says suits can be filed in 
federal courts only if the "matter in 
controversy" exceeds $10,000. 

Rather than cutting down on the court's case 
load, the ruling will probably have just the 
opposite effect. Since each plaintiff is forced to 
pursue his own case, judges will be forced to 
listen to repetitious testimony concerning the 
same lawsuit. The alternative, of course, is 
that citizens, stipped of the opportunity to join 
together against an organization, will give up 
their individual fights as too time-consuming 
and expensive. 

Congress has the power to change that 
federal statute, and it should do so. With 
growing public concern over money interests 
running the government, such action would 
show that Congress still has a place in its heart 
for the little guy.

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Shaping a slim kitten of the beach

One day you simply decide 
that the extra fat you've been 
carrying around with you for so 
long has to go. The bulges are 
growing larger, and your 
strength is ebbing. You're out of 
shape. 

So what can you do? There 
''' are many choices, all 
ultimately designed to trim the 
fat and whittle the inches. 

You could decide to go it 
alone. Buy a good exercise 
book, devote 30 minutes a day to 
trimming a specific area of the 
body, eat less and keep a tape 
measure handy to record gains 
and losses. 

Or you can decide that there's 
safety (and incentive) in 
numbers and group exercise is 
the best way. The YWCA, 
YMCA local ballet groups, 
department of parks and 
recreation and other local non- 
profit organizations offer group 
exercise classes for moderate 
fees. 

OR YOU COULD decide to 
get professional help. Unfor- 
tunately, there are a minimum 
of professional gyms in 
Virginia Beach. John Wareing 
owner of Wareing's 
Professional Gym on 17th 
Street, says that his is one of 
the few gyms in the area 
professionally managed. He 
also named Wayne Boyd's 
wrestling gym and the Olympic 
Gym as two others in the citv. 

Or you could decide to go 
commercial and investigate the 
possibilities offered by health 
spas and figure salons in the 
city. Some of these commercial 
enterprises are for both men 
and women, and some are for 
women only. 

To see what types of clubs 
offer what types of programs 
The Sun visited three in the city. 
Each is a bit different from the 
others, and each has a different 
type of payment program. 

Wareing's Professional Gym 
is just that-a gymnasium run by 
professionals. Here, the men 
and women really work. They 
sweat. There is no glamour 
involved and no plush 
surroundings. 

MEN AND women use 
weights and other types of 
heavy equipment to keep in 
shape. They also, use bicycle- 
type machines and are required 
to run a certain number of miles 
per year. 

At this gym each person has 
an invividual program 
supervised by a professional 
instructor. The cost is relatively 
cheap, there is no contract to be 
signed and membership is 
limited. 

Lorraine Gordon on Virginia- 
Beach Boulevard Figure Salon 
offers both individualized and 
class instruction. This salon 
also offered a few "extras," 
such as a sauna. Here, women 
only use equipment such as 
bicycle-machines, weights, 
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vibrator belts and rolling 
machines to trim up and lose 
weight. 

The salon instructor was 
quick to point out that the 
passive equipment there was for 
increased circulation only and 
would not trim inches. Here, 
though, the word "fun" was 
used frequently to describe the 
exercise classes. 

The salon had different types 
of payment plans and 
programs. Four months was the 
minimum length of time of a 
contract. 

THEN WE visited European 
Health Spa near Pembroke 
Mall. Here the exercise 
equipment was displayed in a 
large carpeted room. The spa 
also offered such plush extras 



as a heated swimming pool, a 
whirlpool and a sauna. ^ 

Individual instructors will 
guide you through the spa if you 
desire. The spa promises an 
individual program with an 
instructor helping out each step 
along the way. 

"You get what you pay for" 
seems to apply to the spa 
operation. For plush 
surroundings, you pay plush 
prices. Here the minimum 
length of a contract is two 
years. 

At the spa, instructors again 
pointed out (hat (he passive- 
type equipment will not trim 
inches but is designed to in- 
crease circulation. Again, the 
word "fun" was mentioned 
several times in conjunction 
with the exercise programs. 



Once the decision has been 
made to actually embark on a 
program to lose weight or firm 
up muscles, the individual must 
decide which type of program is 
best for individual needs. 

WHICHEVER YOU decide is 
best, there are a few guidelines 
to remember. 

Losing weight and inches is 
not easy. It takes plain old hard 
work and will power. There 
never has been and never will 
be an easy or quick way to get in 
shape. 



Always check with your 
doctor before embarking on any 
type of weight gain or loss 
program. Mr. Wareing insists 
on his patrons providing a 
medical background before 
joining his gym. Most spas and 
figure salons will ask if you 
have any medical problems, but 
there may be conditions you are 
unaware of yourself. Ask your 
doctor first. 

Beware of come-on offers of 
"instanf'or "fantastic" weight 
loss or gain. There is no such 
thing. The cnly way to lose 
weight, doctors agree, is by 
reducing calorie intake and 
increasing use of your own 
muscles to expend more 
energy. 

THE LOCAL Better Business 
Bureau, (BBB), when queried 
about helath spas and figure 
salons in the city, reminded 
prospective members to read 
any contracts required and be 
sure you understand them- 
before signing. 



Anyone can call theBBBto 
check into past performance 
records of health spas, figure 
salons or gyms. One local 
health spa has a blight on its BBB 
record for failing to answer a 
formal complaint lodged 
against it. Although the BBB 
would not elaborate on the 
specifics of the complaint, it is 
on record, so check out each 
organization before you sign 
anything or commit yourself in 
any way. 

Legitimate organizations will 
be happy to show you around 
before you sign up for a health 
course. At some . you are 
required to make an ap- 
pointment. At others you can 
just drop in. 

Investigate beforehand. Look 
at what equipment the club or 
spa offers. Beware cf clubs 
which promise any kind of 
weight loss or inches loss with the 
use of passive equipment, such 
as vibrator belts or roller 
machines. These machines do 
not contribute to weight loss, 
but are used to increase blood 
circulation. Spas or clubs that 
rely heavily on passive types of 
exercise equipment are not for 
you.

Sir: 

I read with concern, disbelief and some 
anger that our Virginia Beach City Council 
and Planning Director, the "municipal 
planners", are goingjQ study the potenliaf 
population explosion in the Lesner Bridge- 
Seashore Park corridor.

And 
does not one have to wonder why the same 
people who are responsible for planning 
our growth are now studying what hap- 
pened to the planning? 

It would seem that a simple basic ap- 
proach to growth planning would be for the 
city council and planning director at least 
to keep score of how many building units 
are projected and approved for a given 
area, especially since they are the ones 
who do the planning and the approving. 
What is going on here? 

Better late than never, though, and let us 
all hope it is not loo late to stop this 
population growth before the inevitable 
explosion destroys our fine city.

Time to practice 
what you preach 

Quick now. Off the top of your head, take a wild 
guess. Who do you think uses more gasoline than 
any other person in the country? 

Right. It's the same person who urges us to take 
on our own personal energy austerity program. 
He's the one who says, "Everyone must sacrifice a 
little, so that no one person will have to sacrifice a 
lot." 

A suggestion for Richard Nixon: If you would 
sacrifice a little, everyone else would gain a lot. 

Airlines in America have been ordered to cut 
back on their scheduled flights. Thousands of 
airline employes are facing an indefinite period of 
unemployment. Meanwhile, President Nixon has at 
his disposal five Boeing jetliners, 11 Lockheed jet- 
stars, 16 helicopters, a fleet of limousines and a 
yacht. 

WHEN HARRY TRUMAN was President, his 
wife, Bess, and daughter, Margaret, flew to 
Independence, Mo. first class, but Mr. Truman paid 
for it. When Lady Bird Johnson flew to New York to 
shop, the first lady took the regular air shuttle. 
Surely, anyone whose salary is $200,000 a year (and 
pays only seven per cent federal income tax) can 
afford to buy his own family's transportation. 

Since Mr. Nixon wants to maintain two private 
beach retreats, one on the East coast and the other 
on the West coast, then perhaps he should travel to 
them by chartering the entire first-class section of a 
regularly scheduled commercial plane. 

Air Force One bums 20,000 gallons of gasoline on 
a round trip to San Clemente and 8,000 gallons on a 
round trip to south Florida — quite a cost, par- 
ticularly during an energy crisis. It should be not- 
ed that President Nixon is considering going to Key 
Biscayne by train for his after-Christmas trip. But 
if his special eight-car train requires three diesel 
units, Mr. Nixon will use more fuel this way than 
going by plane. 

SECURITY MEASURES these days may 
necessitate the government providing gasoline- 
guzzling Presidential vehicles. Montaigne once 
wrote, "Sit he on never so high a throne, a man still 
sits on his own bottom." As long as the taxpayers 
are footing the bill, perhaps a little more sitting still 
is in order. 

Outside the Presidency, there are other ways the 
government could indicate that it is taking the 
energy shortage seriously. As publisher Norman 
Cousins points out, the government maintains three 
air forces. In addition to the U.S. Air Force, both 
the Army and the Navy operate air fleets. In fact, 
the government runs an air transportation system 
as large as that of a commercial airline. 

Planes are used to jet officials and military of- 
ficers to cities presently served by commercial 
airlines. Millions of gallons of fuel are burned each 
year for military purposes far removed from 
essential national security reasons. The United 
States still exports millions of gallons of oil to 
Japan. 

SINCE BUSINESSES and individuals are being 
asked or forced to make sacrifices, it seems logical 
that the government should take on its share. 
Remember that we are dealing with essentials, and 
any extravagance must be first to be eliminated. 

If we must lower our thermostats, drive slower 
and make fewer trips, then we have reason to ex- 
pect government and military leaders to initiate 
their own cutbacks of non-essentials. 

The nation looks to the office of the Presidency 
for inspiration and example — at least, it used to. 
Here is a situation where the President can re-exert 
his personal leadership. With the sour mood of the 
public, it's time to slow down on trips to vacation 
retreats, expensive duplicated junkets for public 
servants and unnecessary military training flights. 

Sacrifice a little. Then everyone else won't have to 
sacrifice so much.

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The annual Christmas party for military 
dependent children at Ft. Story will resemble the 
activities of the legendary Pied Piper of 
Hamlin, noted for luring all the children out of the 
small German hamlet with his music.

Wives of men attached to Ft. Story will travel 
streets of the military dependent housing areas 
singing Christmas carols, inviting the youngsters to 
join them. When the caroling is complete, the 
children will accompany the carolers to the post 
Youth Activity Center where they will be greeted by 
Santa Claus and be treated to favors and 
refreshments.

"We're not planning any cur- 
tailment in this area unless the 
school board curtails it in the 
schools," Mr. Whitehurst said. 

In efforts to conserve energy, 
park maintenance crews are 
now working a four-day week. 
Also, the departments' mini-bus 
used to transport senior citizens 
to city-sponsored events is 
buying gasoline from private 
sources instead of through the 
city's sources. Mr. Whitehurst 
also indicated that lights on city 
tennis courts and fields have 
been turned off for the winter.

Two new coaches have taken 
over the reins of Virginia Beach 
high school basketball teams 
this season. 

The two first year leaders are 
Alton Hill at First Colonial and 
William Brey at Kellam.

HILL HAS been at First 
Colonial for three years where 
he was coach of the Patriot 
junior varsity.

Brey hopes to bring Kellam 
up to the realm of respectability 
in his first year.

Kellam would have won the Eastern District 
football title this year if the season had been 
played under a rule just passed at the recent 
Eastern District principals meeting. The principals 
voted in favor of counting all AAA games in the 
district standings. An amendment to count only 
games within the state was tabled until the next 
meeting. 

The Knights with their 9-1 overall record and the 
second highest point-rating in the Eastern Region 
would have qualified for the state championship 
playoffs. Under the old rule of counting only district 
games in the standings, Kellam's 6-1 district record 
was bettered by Lake Taylor's 8-1 district mark. 
For John Cooke, the principals decision came a 
season too late. 

** ******* 

The Eastern District refused to follow the 
Southeastern District's lead and adopt a master 
schedule. The principals voted down the round 
robin possibility by a vote of 6-4 with one abstention. 
All six Virginia Beach principals voted against the 
proposal. 

The Southeastern District's adoption of a master 
schedule has caused problems for two Beach 
schools. Oscar Smith dropped Cox from their 
schedule. The Falcons picked up Granby to round 
out their season, but the date at the end of the 
schedule gives Cox an unwanted open date early in 
the season. 

Kellam's difficulties are much more severe. 
Currently the Knights have an eight-game season. 
Indian River and Great Bridge dropped Kellam. 
Coach Cooke would like to replace the dropouts with 
Lake Taylor and Maury, but Southeastern District 
member Manor is the only school that has 
expressed a willingness to play Kellam. 

it******** 

The Eastern District football coaches had a 
meeting of their own. Two proposals were passed 
which now are subject to final approval by the 
principals. 

The coaches voted for the adoption of a 
standardized football for game use. At present it is 
possible for a team to practice all week with one ball 
and have to play Friday night with a different one. 
The coaches don't care which of the two balls now in 
use (eight -lace and twelve-lace) is picked as long as 
there is conformity. 

The Eastern Region is the only region in Virginia 
where a district champion does not automatically 
qualify for the state playoffs. The coaches have 
proposed a system to end this inequity. The district 
champion with the highest point rating would 
automatically qualify for the Eastern Region final. 
The other two district champions would play for the 
remaining opening. 

The coaches should have no problem getting their 
standardized football approved by the principals. 
The new playoff system is another story. It took 
years of dickering to get the principals to approve 
the current playoff system. The authorities may 
kick around the idea of an extra game for quite 
awhile.

The holiday season is now 
upon us, and the new year will 
soon be here. This is a season of 
celebration around the nation, 
but also a time of year which 
means different things to dif- 
ferent people. 

To many, Dec. 25 will mark 
the celebration of the birthday 
of Christ. Special services in 
local churches and a remem- 
brance of the "Christmas 
Story" are always a part of the 
seasonal celebration. Mixed 
with the religious meaning of 
the day will be visions of Santa 
Claus and sleigh bells. There'll 
be a gaily decorated tree and 
the exchanging of gifts among 
family and friends. And if the 
soaring food prices permit, 
most families will continue to 
enjoy the traditional Christmas 
dinner with all the trimmings. 

SOME PERSONS will con- 
tinue to celebrate the Christmas 
season, but not in the "or- 
thodox" way.

Mann. "It's a symbol of taking 
something old and starting 
something new with it." 

The Manns will celebrate 
Christmas Day without ex- 
changing gifts "to separate the 
spiritual Christmas from the 
material things." Beginning 
Tuesday, they will light one 
candle each day, dedicating it to 
a person or an idea with a 
special prayer. The family will 
exchange gifts on "Three Kings 
Day" (Jan. 6), the day after the 
12 days of Christmas. They also 
plan to invite other persons who 
would normally be alone during 
the holidays to share in then- 
festivities. 

THE JEWISH Hanukkah 
celebration began Wednesday 
evening with the lighting of the 
first Hanukkah candle. 
Hanukkah, known as the Feast 
of Lights, is marked by the 
lighting of a total of 44 candles 
in the home of a Jewish family 
during the eight-day ob- 
servance. 

"Basically, it is a simple type 
of ceremony with special songs 
and prayers at the lighting of 
each candle," says Norman 
Prince, program director of the 
Jewish Community Center, 
Norfolk. "It is a holiday of 
rededication. The celebration of 
the Feast of Lights symbolizes 



when (the time) the Macabees 
threw out the Syriaha»«and 
Persians and rededicated the 
temple. The rededication was to 
last eight days, but there was 
only enough Holy oil to last one 
day. Through a miracle, the oil 
burned for eight days." 

Many Beach families will 
take part in the special family 
celebrations Sunday at the 
Jewish Community Center. The 
Temple Emanuel held a 
children's program Wednesday 
evening to begin the Hanukkah 
observance. 

WHILE MEMBERS of the 

Aquarian Age Yoga Center on 
14th Street may celebrate 
Christmas in their individual 
homes, today will be their 
celebration of the Winter 
Solstice. 

The Solstice is celebrated 
twice a year, at the end of 
autumn and the end of spring. 
"It is a celebration for 
everything," says Hari Zandler, 
director of the yoga center. 
"The Solstice celebration goes 
back a long way and was what 
was celebrated before people 
started celebrating Christ- 
mas." 

The members of the yoga 
center are of many faiths, and 
they consider Solstice a 
"universal kind of Christmas." 
Winter Solstice is celebrated on 
Dec. 21 because it is the shortest 



day of the year, and then the 
days start to get longer. "It's 
like a kind of rebirth," Mr. 
Zandler said. "Solstice marks a 
culmination of purification. It is 
a time when everything comes 
together. For us, the Christ 
lives within us. He is our inner 
light, and as we purify our- 
selves, we are better able to see 
the inner light."

Boys may go home for Christmas

A Merry Christmas is assured for 
those confined to the Juvenile Detention 
Center for Virginia Beach but, oddly 
enough, it is questionable whether some 
will celebrate the holiday at the center 
or* in their own homes, • , 

Juvenile boys ages 14 lo 17 are held in 
the center, located on Courthouse Drive 
in ihe" Princess Anne Courthouse 
Complex, while awaiting final 
disposit ion of their cases in court . The 
average stay is three to four weeks. The 
boys usually have been charged with 
minor offenses or are first violators of 
ihe law. 

Jay Wise, center director, says it is 
the policy to allow those who have 
earned trust through their, conduct and 
altitude lo spend the holiday at home 
and later return lo the center. This is 
done entirely on an honor system 
without any type of guard over the 
youngsters during their absence. The 
decision as lo who goes home is made 
by the probation officer supervising 
individual cases. 

WHEN ASKED if the boys are getting 
into the spirit of Christmas despite t heir 
confinement. Mr. Wise replied, "Oh, 
glory be, yes. They decorate the home 
with traditional decorations they make 



themselves. They even make 
decorations, lo add to those bought, to 
decorate the Christmas tree." The tree 
has been donated to the center each 
year by the Lion's Club. 

"They all look forward to going 
home," Mr. Wise added. "When the 
word is received on the first one who 
will go home, anticipation mounts as to 
how many will be aljowed 10 go home." 

Those who are nSP&ble lo go home 
over ChristrqgTs will still be assured a 
holiday dinner— either prepared by the 
center's housekeeper Ms. Ruth Custer 
or al the main Juvenile Detention Home 
in Chesapeake. She says this year's 
menu will include roast turkey, 
dressing, gravy, cranberries, sweet 
potatoes, biscuits, greens, tomato juice, 
pie and ice cream. 

THE UNCERTAINTY as to how 

many of the young men will remain at 
-the center is perhaps the biggest 
problem in the holiday preparations. 
Mr. WWe points out, "This is not usually 
known until about five days before 
Christmas, and so you never know how 
many will be there for dinner. If Ihe 
number is large enough, dinner will be 
served Christmas day in the center, 
with parents being invited. If the 
number is not sufficient, those 
remaining will have dinner al the 




To make sure that each child receives 
just what he wants for Christmas, the 
children were allowed to make a list of 
three things each wanted in October by 
using a catalog. The items were listed 
on cards, then when a club or charitable 
organization calls to see what they can 
do for Hope Haven this Christmas, Ms. 



said The "home" is really three Vaughan pulls out a card an d re ads off 



items the children have requested. 

"AS BEST WE can, we will see that 
no child is disappointed this Christ- 
mas," Ms. Vaughan said. 

Ms. Vaughan pointed out that the 
children at Hope Haven are not con- 
sidered underprivileged in any way. 

"We're no different from a normal 
family," she said, "except we're bigger 
and we have to look to others to help us. 
Here the Lord provides for us."

City presents

"In the public schools we do 
not use in our instruction 
program either addicts or ex- 
addicts," he explained. "There 
has been some controversy in 
drug education throughout the 
country over whether we should 
use these types. We use the 
so-called 'clean' young in our 
program," he added. 

The "clean" young people go 
through, a training period which 
includes discussions with drug 
experts, such as pharmacists, 
doctors, psychiatrists, drug 
counselors and social workers. 

THE STUDENT volunteers 
also are given training on types 
of drugs, alternatives to drug 
use, drug slang and sensitivity 
group training. 

John F. Holgate, public in- 
formation officer for the city 
school system, writing in 
"Public Education in Virginia," 
a magazine for educators, says 
that the TRADE program is 
successful because the student 
volunteers are able to establish 
a rapport with the younger 
students in the elementary 
schools. 

Former TRADE volunteers 
view the program as a success, 
Mr. Holgate indicated. Glenn 
Weaver, a TRADE volunteer, 



said in the article, "We tried to 
teach them and were taught 
ourselves. We never said, 
'Drugs are bad.' We just told 
them, 'You don't need drugs' 
and they seemed to accept this. 
In fact they acted like they 
wanted to teach themselves." 

MR. HOLGATE concludes 
that "The original premise of 
the program is correct, that 
young people will listen to other 
young people who are 
knowledgeable and place 
confidence in what they say." 

Although he pointed out that 
there are no concrete criteria 
for evaluating a program like 
TRADE, Mr. Garrison in- 
dicated that he feels the 
program is an effective one. 

"The teachers and the 
students like it," Mr. Garrison 
said. "It is basically one more 
resource for the classroom 
teacher." 

No one — not the police, not 
the educators and not even 
some students — seems to know 
how effective the city schools' 
drug education efforts really 
are. 

Mr. Garrison took exception 
to the U.S. House of 
Representatives Select Com- 
mittee on Crime report on 
"Drugs in Our Schools" which 
asserts that our national drug 



education programs are dismal 
failures. 

"I DON'T agree with that at 
all," Mr. Garrison said. "I think 
that the problem was here 
before we got into drug 
education. 

"First, we tried to educate the 
adults, the parents and the 
teachers. It has taken us a long 
time to catch up with the 
problem. There are no criteria 
to evaluate a program like this. 
It's primarily opinion," he 
added. 

Lt. Henry Capps, com- 
manding officer of the police 
department's juvenile bureau, 
offered his own opinion on the 
schools' drug education 
program : 

"I think it is effective in some 
aspects," he said. "It's making 
the faculty more familiar with 
the problem, for one thing. They 
know more of what they're 
looking for. 

"I do know that other cities 
have written and inquired about 
our program," Lt. Capps 
continued. "Other cities have 
expressed an interest in it. So I 
would have to say that it is 
effective to a degree." 

THE TWO YOUNG drug 
users who disclosed to The Sun 
their own experiences with 



drugs were not impressed with 
the drug education they have 
received in school. One 
remembered a "tiny bit" from 
the seventh grade, and the other 
said his teachers didn't care if 
he learned about drugs or not. 

But if the students are 
unaware of the drug education 
they are supposed to be 
receiving in school, then why 
have they decided they are "not 
stupid enough" to use heroin 
and that youngsters who inhale 
gasoline and lighter fluid fumes 
to get high are "stupid"? 

Lt. Capps feels that today's 
students are smart enough to 
know that marijuana is the least 
harmful of all illegal drugs. He 
feels that is one reason 
for marijuana's popularity 
among drug users. 

The students may say that 
they have learned nothing from 
the schools' drug education 
programs, but they have ob- 
viously learned enough to 
decide for themselves which 
drugs are most dangerous and 
which to avoid.

Savings plans : 
iit pays to know 
about interest 

By Peter Weaver 

Q — We sold some property and had a rather large 
chunk of cash on hand. We put (he cash into a regular 
savings account around the first of July and we had to 
lake it out during the second week of September. To 
our amazement and horror, we got absolutely no in- 
terest payment on our money. They said interest was 
calculated on a quarterly basis on a minimum balance 
Which was zero at the end of the quarter. Is this legal? 
lr Mrs. G. C, Bethesda, Md. 
- a — Only a lawyer could determine whether the 
savings institution properly disclosed the method of 
interest calculation before you made your deposit. 

Federal regulators and some members of Congress 
fare investigating an increasing number of complaints 
that some banks, savings and loan institutions and 
others are not always telling depositors that they will 
be penalized if they withdraw certain types of savings 
before quarterly or, in some cases, semiannual 
deadlines. 

The law is vague on this type of disclosure. It just 
says they're supposed to tell you, bul it doesn't specify 
how. Some institutions, actually a minority, claim to 
tell you verbally how interest is figured, when it is 
figured and if there are any penalties for withdrawals 
! before a certain date. Others have it in writing in your 
passbook or elsewhere. 

If you need to withdraw money from time to time, the 
most equitable method of paying interest is from the 
day of deposit lo the day of withdrawal. You can with- 
draw any time without penally. In the future, make 
sure you get an explanation of how and when interest is 
paid — in writing.

•counis were insured up to $20,000 for each account. 

! What are ihese accounts insured against? Where do 
you make a claim for this type of insurance? — G.B., 
Palm Springs, Calif. 

i A — This insurance is to protect depositors in 
federally regulated banks, savings and loan in- 
stitutions, credit unions and mutual savings banks 
against failure. Actually, there have been very few 
federally regulated institutions that have failed within 
the past decade. If one fails, and you are a depositor, 

; you will be informed (within a couple of weeks) just 
how and when you will be reimbursed by the federal 
government. 

Q — In your column on insulating one's home in 
order to save money and fuel, you didn't say anything 
aboui the insulation material. Is it safp to useon a do-it- 
yourself basis? — Mrs. D. B., Arlington, Va. 

A — It's safe if you take certain precautions. 

Insulation material is made up of mineral wool which 

? can cling to your skin and cause an irritation. When 

., putting down insulation be sure to wear long sleeves, 

slacks and gloves. - 
** If you're using insulation that is poured (instead of 
i he rolls or bat I s ), you should also cover your nose and 
mouth with a surgical mask or other type of filter 
mask.

"People have known this 
energy crisis was coming (or 
some time. We hope we can help 
out in that area. There are some 
1,500 schemes that have come 
from space knowledge which 
may be of some help in energy 
studies." 

These comments from Capt. 
Charles "Pete" Conrad Jr. 
illustrate the hope he and his 
fellow astronauts have that 
information gained from the 
Skylab 1 space project will lead 
to developing new sources of 
energy. Capt. Conrad made the 
s tat e ment s as he and astronauts 
Capt. Joseph P. Kerwin and 
Capt. Paul J. Weitz stopped 
briefly at Naval Air Station 
(NAS) Oceana during a tour of 
U. S. naval installations. 

Capt. Conrad also said that 
research is being conducted on 
the "possibility of developing 
solar power into a greater 
energy source." He indicated 
this might be accomplished 
through use of energy from the 
sun gathered by satellite and 
relayed to earth. 

It apparently will be quite 
some time before this might 



become a reality, however. 
Capt. Conrad said, "Scientists 
are still studying material and 
information brought back from 
the AppoUo 12 space project 
four years ago. 

"NASA has requested funds 
to research possible use of 
hydrogen for powering internal* 
combustion engines, he said. 

On the use of women in future 
space flights, Capt. Kerwin 
said, "I'm quite certain the next 
time NASA hires a group of 
pilots or astronauts, women will 
be included. I see no physical 
disadvantage in their per- 
forming in space, programs." 

Capt. Wdtz Joined his fellow 
astronauts in envisioning the 
use of space stations in the 
future which could be used for 
stockpiling supplies for projects 
such as colonization of the 
moon. 

The astronauts said they 
foresaw the use of airplanes, as 
opposed to space ships, to 
replenish space stations, and 
that specially trained shuttle 
pilots would eventually replace 
astronauts in the replenishment 
of space stations.

Trail re-opened to bikers 



Depending on whom you talk 
to, the bike trail through 
Seashore State Park either is or 
isn't open. 

At last week's Virginia Beach 
Parks and Recreation Com- 
mission meeting some mem- 
bers thought the bike trail had 
been closed because of the 
energy crisis. (The state park is 
trying to conserve energy by 
limiting maintenance of the 
park trails.) 

Other members thought the 
trail was still open as originally 
planned. When the trail first 
opened last May, it was to 
remain open year round. 

A call to the Seashore State 
Park supervisor's office has 
cleared up the mystery. 

THE VIRGINIA parks 
department in Richmond or- 
dered Seashore State Park to 
close all facilities Dec. 3 to 
conserve energy. Since then the 
state office relented on the 
order and told the local park to 
re-open the nature trails and 
bike trail. They were re-opened 
Dec! 7. 

The 64th Street entrance to 
the park has been closed to 



vehicular traffic, but the trails 
are open. Hikers and bicycle 
riders may use the little gate 
next to the main gate (which is 
closed) to enter the parkRikers 
must lift their bicycles over the 
gate to enter the bike trail. 

Bikers and hikers who wish to 
enter the park from Shore Drive 
may still do so. The Shore Drive 
entrance is open to motor 



vehicles, and the parking lot is 
still functioning. 

However, the campgrounds 
on the Chesapeake Bay side of 
the park are closed for the 
winter and will not re-open until 
spring. Also, restrooms and 
park buildings at the camp- 
grounds are closed. 

The bayfront beach is closed, 
as is the Narrows marina on the 
64th Street side of the park.

The traffic bureau does not 
provide rides home to tipsy 
drivers. "We'd be competing 



with the taxi companies if we 
did," a traffic department 
spokesman said. 

DRIVING AND drinking do 
not mix and conviction of 
driving while intoxicated means 
losing your driving privileges. 

The Tidewater Automobile 
Assn. warns motorists that 

alcohol and fatigue are two 
important factors to consider 
when driving. Both contribute 
heavily to auto accidents. 

If you plan to drink before 
driving, the auto club reminds 
drivers that it takes ap- 
proximately one hour for the 



average human body to absorb 
one ounce of alcohol. 

FOR A 8AFE holiday, the 
auto association also reminds 
drivers to drive defensively and 
never count on the "other guy" 
to do what you expect him to. 

The local taxi companies will 
be happy to provide rides home 
to party-goers who are not 
capable of driving their own 
cars. There will be plenty of cab 
drivers available on New 
Year's Eve, a cab company 
spokesman said, and the 
drivers will even help patrons 
remember where they parked 



their cars the next day, if 
necessary. 

"We expect a lot of people to 
use the cabs on New Year's 
Eve," the spokesman said. 
"Most people know it's a lot 
cheaper to pay for a cab than 
paying a fine for drunk 
driving." 

TO KEEP party-goers from 
driving after the party, many 
Beach hotels are offering 
reduced rates for rooms and 
special package deals to en- 
courage New Year's revelers to 
spend the night in the hotels. 

Most of these hotel parties 



include the room (double oc- 
cupancy), the New Year's 
entertainment, drinks, a meal, 
a breakfast in the wee hours of 
New Year's Ddy and even 
television parties to watch the 
traditional New Year's Day 
football games. 

Many hotels will be booked 
solid, so reservations are 
necessary. 

The two dinner theatres in the 
area are planning special New 
Year's Eve celebrations, with 
dancing and breakfast added to 
the usual play and dinner of- 
ferings.

common, so some checking 
around by telephone might get 
you a late reservation at one of 
the theatres.

Les Lehigh's interview with a prostitute 
took a first-place award in the feature- 
writing category for weekly newspapers. 
Mr. Lehigh was also named runner-up in 
the in-depth investigative reporting 
category for his six-part series on sewage 
problems in the city. 

Linda Miller's combination picture- 
story on the USS Forrestal homecoming 
won honorable mention and Donna 
Hendrick's feature story on hitchhiking 
also won an honorable mention. 

ONLY THREE awards were given in 



each of 15 writing categories: First place, 
runner-up and honorable mention. 

Sun reporters competed with weekly 
newspapers throughout the state for the 
writing awards. Awards were also 
presented in categories for metropolitan 
daily newspapers, non-metropolitan daily 
newspapers and non-daily newspapers. 

Sun photographers Rod Mann and Bruce 
Colwell won three of 18 photography 
awards in that division of this year's VPA 
contest, bringing to seven the total number 
of awards won by The Sun. 

The award-winning Sun photographers 
and reporters will receive award 
certificates during a banquet at the VPA 
convention in Richmond Jan. 5. 



WASHINGTON- Virginia 
Beach residents will be eligible 
to purchase more than twice the 
present amount of federally- 
subsidized flood insurance if a 
bill passed in the Senate Dec. 18 
becomes law. The 1973 Flood 
Disaster Protection Act will 
become law if it is signed by the 
President. 

The program would provide 
coverage for all types of 
buildings and their contents, 
whether publicly, or privately 
owned. 

The limit on a single family 
residential dwelling would rise 
from $35,000 (o $70,000; on other 
residential dwellings from 
$60,000 to $200,000; and on 
nonresidential buildings from 
$60,000 to $200,000. 

The insurance ceiling for 
contents of a residence would 
rise from $10,000 to $20,000; and 
contents of a nonresidential 
building from S'O.ooo it. 
$200,000. 

VIRGINIA BEACH, already 
declared a flood hazard area, 
has been participating in the 
current flood insurance 
program since 1971. With 580 



policies sold in the city, Virginia 
Beach is the state's top par- 
ticipant. Prince William County 
ranks second in the state, with 
433 policies sold to date. 

Virginia Beach is one of 138 
communities in the state that, 
are considered by the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development to be susceptible 
to floods or mud slides. 



The new law would authorize 
the secretary of the treasury to 
use up to $500 million at any one 
time for federal subsidies to the 
program on a nationwide basis, 
with an additional $500 million 
available if the President ap- 
proved and Congress were 
notified. Only $250 million is 

available at a given time under 
the current program. 



LOSSES DUE to "abnormal 
erosion," or flood-related 
erosion would be covered under 
the new law. Losses taking 
place over a period of several 
years would not be covered. 

A committee report on the bill 
stresses that construction would 
be permissible in flood-prone 
areas and might even be in- 
sured at low subsidized rates if 



the building is "properly 
elevated" or "flood-proofed." 

Communities that have been 
identified as flood-prone but 
which did not participate in the 
federal flood insurance 
program by mid-1975 would lose 
their eligibility for federal 
financial assistance for con- 
struction or acquisition within 
the flood-prone areas. 



Planning commission gets overhaul 



There will be four new faces on the 
Virginia Beach Planning Commission 
come January, . and among them will be 
the first woman planning commissioner. 

The Virginia Beach City Council 
Thursday made appointments to both the 
planning commission and the Virginia 
Beach School Board. The council met in 
executive session, closed to the public and 
the press, for .IS minutes to debate the 
appointments. Members of the city staff, 
including City Manager Roger Scott, were 
asked to leave the room during discussion 
of the appointments. 

While the school board appointments 
brought little discussion, the council 
considered ten nominees for planning 



commission posts. Council members have 
been studying the appointments for 
several weeks. One group, seeking to form 
what it terms a "stronger commission," 
favored the overhaul that took place. 
Others had argued for the reappointment 
of the commissioners who are presently 
serving. 

New planning commissioners, who will 
serve four-year terms, include Jane 
Purrington, James L. McKown Jr., Everett 
Irby and Sam Houston Sr. 

The council reappointed all school board 
members whose terms were expired, 
except one. School board member James 
L. Kitchin has retired and moved to 



Florida. W. Taylor Johnson will replace 
Mr. Kitchin. Reappointed to the board 
were Dr. Roy Woods, Reva Kelberg and 
Leland Hood. All will serve three-year 
terms. 

The council also heard details of a 
proposal by developer Lee Cohen to 
revamp a portion of Bow Creek golf 
course. Mr. Cohen proposes to build 1,000 
retirement condominium units on 35 acres 
of land, while retaining the remainder of 
the 120-acre parcel as a golf course. 

Joel Smith, president of the Princess 
Anne Plaza Civic League, told the council, 
"The people (area residents) are not open 
to this idea and would rather see it (the 
land purchase) go to a bond referendum." 



Murder witnesses sought 



Richmond's Asst. Com- 
monwealth's Atty. Ralph 
Robertson reportedly will seek 
a grand jury indictment for 
murder against Gerald Leslie 
Lavenstein Jr. of Virginia 
Beach, if witnesses who failed 
to appear at Mr. Lavenstein's 
preliminary hearing can be 
located for appearance before 
the grand jury. 

The action is in relation to the 
Oct. 12 fatal shooting of David 
R. Chrisan at the Richmond 
men's boutique, Enter Maurice, 
which was partly owned by Mr. 
Chrisan. 

, Mr* Robertson nolle pressed 
charges against Mr. Lavenstein 
after a Dec. 20 General District 
Court hearing in Richmond 
during which he said he was 



unable to locate several key 
witnesses in the prosecution's 
case against Mr. Lavenstein. 

RONNIE BEALE of Virginia 
Beach is one of the prosecution 
witnesses who were summoned 
to appear at the Dec. 20 Rich- 
mond hearing. Another was 
Kurt Oliver, a 20-year-old 
former student at Virginia 
Commonwealth University. Mr. 
Beaie, 20, told The Sun on Dec. 
21 he was present during the 
hearing but was never called 
upon to testify. He added Mr. 
Oliver, however, was absent 
from the hearing. 

When questioned as to wheth- 
er he had any knowledge of 



Mr. Oliver's wherabouts, Mr. 
Beale said the last meeting 
between them was two weeks 
prior to the hearing. He said the 
meeting look place at the home 
of Mr. Oliver's parents when 
Mr. Oliver told them he was 
leaving college to look for work. 

AT THE time of his arrest, 
Mr. Lavenstein was serving a 
10-year period of supervised 
probation resulting from his 
conviction of drug charges in 
Virginia Beach. He had just 
completed a one-year drug- 
rehabilitation program at 
Rubicon in Richmond. Thus far 
there has been no indication of 
any possible action against him 
regarding his remaining 
probationary period.

Guru 's followers find 'divine light 9 in search for peace

Last month, young people from Virginia Beach 
attended what has been called "the most im- 
portant event in the history of the world" in 
Houston. 

The event was a three-day celebration in the 
Astrodome Nov. 8, 9 and 10 to hear the plan of 
Guru Maharaj Ji to bring a thousand years of 
peace to the world. 

Guru Maharai Ji is a soon-to-be 16-year-old 
Indian boy who is the leader of the worldwide 
Divine Light Mission. The celebration in 
Houston, called Millennium 73, marks an annual 
celebration called Hans Jayanti which honors 
the late father of Guru Maharaj Ji on his birth- 
day. 

The Millennium was attended by about 40,000 
premies (lovers of God, or dis ci ples of Guru 
Maharaj Ji) from all over the world. 

LOCAL PREMIES used phrases like "an in- 
credible event," "a dream" and "more than 
fantastic" to describe the Millennium 
relets it ion 

Robert Pearson, Peter Lyon, Neil Marshall, 
Christian Downer and Jane Carver are a few of 
the local devotees of Guru Maharaj Ji who at- 
tended the festival hi 



They are all young, ranging in age from 19 to 
29, and are all premies devoted to the young 
guru, or Perfect Master. 

Guru Maharaj Ji is known as a Satguru, a 
Perfect Master who teaches the knowledge and 
love of God. Premies say that Guru Maharaj Ji is 
the latest in a line of past Perfect Masters, 
others being Buddha, Christ and Lord Krishna. 

MORE THAN six million people around the 
world, followers of the Divine Light Mission, 
claim that the young guru is the child predicted 
to come to earth to save the world and bring 
peace. 

At the local Divine Light center on 25th Street, 
peace reigns throughout the quiet, two-story 
house. Recently some of the premies sst on the 
floor of their home to discuss their leader and the 
experiences they had in Houston during the 

Millennium 

EACH OF THE local premies is devoted to 
Guru Maharaj Ji. Most of them have received 
knowledge (the heart of Guru Maharaj Ji's 
teachings) from a mahatma, an apostle em- 
powered by the guru to reveal his teachings. 

The knowledge reveals to the premie the four 
techniques of meditation required to know God, 

the Divine light. Divine Harmony, the Word 
and Nectar. 



Premies live by the teachings of the guru, 
which follow closely the teachings of Christ. 

Like Christians, followers of Guru Maharaj Ji 
believe in a supreme being, love of God, love of 
mankind and in giving selfless service to others. 

Premies who have received the knowledge say 
they are filled with peace. The local premies are 
obviously filled with something ethereal— be it 
peace, joy, love of God or whatever. 

ANYONE WHO enters the center is welcomed 
with smiles. Premies call each other "brother" 
and "sister" and say they know no strangers. 
They are always smiling, never harried and 
always seem at peace with themselves and the 
world around them. 

Robert "Rob" Pearson, at 29, is the oldest 
premie living in the 25th Street center. Rob went 
on Soul Rush to the celebration in Houston. 

Soul Rush started in Boston and stopped in 
seven major cities on the way to Houston. It was 
a group of 500 premies in 12 buses, accompanied 
by Mahatma Charanand Ji, the first apostle of 
Guru Maharaj Ji to spread the knowledge in the 
Western hemisphere. 

OTHER PREMIES went singly or in groups to 
Houston for the celebration. Jane Carver, 21, 
attended on the spur of the moment. 

"I didn't know I was going to Houston until the 



night betore. Jane said. "I just felt this 
tremendous force pulling us down there. I drove 
down with a friend, and I'm really glad I went." 

Peter Lyon, 21, also attended the Millennium 
'73 celebration and was impressed with the 
different nationalities attending. 

"There were people from Japan sitting right 
next to me," Peter said, "and people from South 
America and some of my English friends. 
Wherever you looked, you felt right at home 
among all these nationalities. All the different 
elements, all the beauties of the world were 
represented in one spot." 

"It was more than fantastic," Rob said. "It 
was really incredible. We lived with 500 people 
on Soul Rush. Then we stayed in Houston at an 
old Coca-Cola plant. They changed the name to 
the Peace Plant. Over 2,000 people stayed 
there." 

NEIL MARSHALL. 25, said that everybody 
who attended was "high on life." "It was in- 
credible to experience that many people all 
together and just high on life," Neil said. 
"Everybody was so happy and so high." 

"It was an incredible event," said Christian 
Downer, 19, who is the "house mother" at the 
center. (As house mother. Christian takes care 
of all household chores, such as cooking and 
grocery buying.) 



"1 was very lucky to get to go. I was very 
fortunate," Christian said. 

During the celebration, Guru Maharaj Ji was 
to announce his practical plan for world peace. 
Three years ago, at the 1970 festival honoring his 
father, the guru said he would establish world 
peace. At this year's celebration, he was to set in 
motion his plan to bring peace on earth for a 
thousand years. 

BUT THE PREMIES seemed vague as to 
when the thousand years of peace would start, 
how peace would come and exactly what peace 
would bring. 

"This change that has to come is more than 
just stopping wars," Rob explained. "It is an 
inner peace, a total 24-hour feeling of love. It is 
an actual expereince that you feel. 

"Stopping the wars will come in time," Rob 
said. "Peace has begun for me." 

Neil said that the program for world peace 
begins with "giving the knowledge to everyone." 
Then he said, "Automatically, each person will 
be at peace inside." 

"We were asked to go back and spread the 
knowledge," Peter said. "People should spread 
the knowledge in their own areas. We will work 
with all the people. Then peace will come."

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During the 1950s and early 4 '60s, some of 
the highlights for many junior high school students 
were the days the teacher brought out the projector 
and showed the class a film on drug abuse.

FOR THE PAST several weeks, Sun Staff Writer 
Donna Hendrick has examined the problem of drug 
abuse in Virginia Beach schools. Her four-part 
series on the subject concluded in the Dec. 21 issue. 

The series pointed out that drug education has, 
for the most part, changed with time. Teachers no 
longer are using "scare tactics" to influence 
students against drug use. They are, instead, 
presenting the facts and letting the students decide 
for themselves what they will do about drug use 
and abuse. 

i 
The films shown in the Virgnina Beach classroom 
today no longer are intended to "frighten" students 
away from drug use. The school system is making a 
conscious effort to avoid preaching and "horror" 
films. Only one out of 10 drug films previewed at 
the Educational Media Center is purchased for 
student viewing. 

Despite the stepped-up drug education program 
in the schools, "our nation's youth is being 
decimated and slowly destroyed by a drug 
epidemic," according to a report prepared by the 
House of Representatives Select Committee on 
Crime this year. The report, , "Drugs in Our 
Schools," states that "drug abuse proliferates and 



spreads like a contagious disease and has advanced 
to such a degree that it menaces the health of every 
child in this nation today. And it appears that all of 
us are standing around waiting for somebody to do 
something about it." 

Ms. Hendrick also points out that area students 
have joined in their own program to stop drug 
abuse, called Teens Render Aid in Drug Education 
(TRADE). The program is conducted by junior 
high and high school volunteers who travel to 
various elementary schools to discuss drugs with 
sixth and seventh grade children. 

TRADE, according to school officials, has been a 
successful addition to the Beach drug education 
program. But how effective TRADE or any of the 
drug education efforts are, no one seems to be able 
to answer. 

The key seems fo rest with the value system of 
the student. Those who value fun and seek release 
or respond to peer pressure over their personal 
ambitions for success will use drugs, as will those 
who feel drugs don't interfere with their ambitions 
or way of life. 

While the arrests for use of marijuana are up, the 
use of heroin is practically unknown in the Beach* 
The students have been given the facts and now 
must decide for themselves. But they have 
obviously learned enough from the drug education 
program to decide which drugs are most dangerous 
and which drugs to avoid.

'Chartered' 

Sir: 

The recent appointment of Garland 
Isdell to the Virginia Beach City Council 
seat vacated by Donald Rhodes has brought 
to my attention the alarming fact that the 
people of Virginia Beach have no say at all 
about who is appointed to any seat vacated 
on the council. 

The Charter of the City of Virginia 
Beach, Sec. 3.03, reads as follows: 

Vacancies in the office of coun- 
cilmen. from whatever cause 
arising, shall be filled within sixty 
days for the unexpired portion of the 
term by a majority vote of the 
remaining members of the council, 
provided that so long as any coun- 
cilmen are elected by and from 
wards and boroughs the vacancy 
shall be filled by a qualified voter 
residing in the same ward or 
borough. 

Regardless of what the people of a 
certain ward or borough may want, if a 
majority of the council see fit to have their 
own personal say, that is what action will 
be taken. This insults the intelligence of 



the people of Virginia Beach to choose who 
they feel will best represent them on the 
council. 

A good example of council acUon is the 
manner in which they overlooked a per- 
fectly qualified person, Ms. Cecily Mac- 
donald. She had the support of a very large 
number of citizens, not only in Kempsville 
but the entire city, and regardless of their 
efforts by letter, phone or petition, the 
council decided on a man who never has 
had a public mandate and never has taken 
a public stand on any issue. 

I think it is about time that the ciUzens of 
Virginia Beach demand a change in the 
City Charter so that it will be in line with 
other major Virginia cities and also give 
the choice of filling vacated seats to the 
people. 

Something to think abouHis what if ten 
councilmen resigned. The one person left 
on the council could appoint ten men of his 
choosing to fill their places without a 
single vote being cast by a Virginian 
Beach citizen. A wild thought maybe, but 
something to consider.

The post office heads my list of places generating 
the most hassles in the least amount of time. The 
postal service itself was commendable, I feel. The 
harried clerks I observed demonstrated the ability 
to be graceful under fire as postal patrons in a 
hurry (weren't we all?) became rude, crude and 
downright nasty as they waited in long lines at the 
various busy stations in the city. 

I recall the postal customers vividly, especially 
their impoliteness toward each other. There was 
one man who thoughtlessly parked his car in the 
driveway at one postal station, blocking everyone 
who had parked in the crowded lot. When asked 
nicely to move his car, he declined to give up his 
place in line and instead said he'd be out "in a 
minute." 

THE MINUTE stretched to five when he finally 
appeared to move his auto, which by then was 
blocked by other unthinking patrons who either 
couldn't read the "no parking" signs directly in 
front of the building or simply didn't care that they 
were needlessly inconveniencing all the other 
customers in a rush to mail their packages and

At more than one post office, postal patrons 
inched closer to the counter with their packages, 
only to be told that they must supply zip codes with 
addresses, that their packages were too big or too 
small and that many were incorrectly wrapped. 

THE POSTAL service provides brochures and 
information on all types of package mailing 
regulations. It would have seemed in order for 
these patrons in a hurry to check beforehand on 
whether they could mail their items safely.

A recent national magazine survey reported the 
figures on physicians for high school teams. The 
survey also found that over 60 per cent of the 
students participating in high school athletics 
suffer some sort of injury. 

The two major reasons for the high incidence of 
injury are a lack of certified athletic trainers and a 
lack of adequate training rooms. The Beach is no 
better off than any other area in the country in this 
respect. 

Beach coaches must also double as team 
trainers. Training facilities are hardly at a surplus. 
Cox football Coach Al Habit had to go through a 
"beg, borrow and steal" routine before obtaining a 
whirlpool for his players. Princess Anne linebacker 
Matt Ambrose was hobbled the entire second half of 
the season with a sprained ankle. A machine, which 
could have speeded Ambrose's recovery, was 
broken. 

Money, or rather the lack of it, is the reason for 
the obvious deficiencies in training facilities.

BAYSIDE'S Elton Gross, an all-city football 
selection on both offense and defense, is currently 
leading the Marlin basketball team in scoring. 
Gross is faced with a rather pleasant problem. The 
talented senior will be offered college scholarships 
for both basketball and football.

The first Kellam Invitational 
Wrestling Tournament is now a 
thing of the past.

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Keeping warm and saving fuel : Careful how you do it

The Insurance Information Institute 
(III) is advising residents of precautions 
.which should be taken during the present 
'fuel shortage. These concern the use of 
make-shift heating devices, or 
overloading electrical systems, to 
supply additional heat in homes. 

The III advises consulting with your 
fire department before using improvised 
heating units to prevent endangering 
lives or property by fire. 

To assist you, the III has suggested 
other preventive measures which should 
be helpful to you during the energy 
crisis. 

PRECAUTIONS should be taken 
against freezing of interior water pipes 



and plumbing fixtures by maintaining a 
minimum 40 degrees temperature inside 
buildings. Do not use blow torches or 
open flames to thaw pipes. Use cloths, 
hot water or approved heating elements. 

The use of wood or coal-burning stoves 
should be avoided in homes built within 
the past 30 or 40 years, since these 
structures probably do not include 
safety equipment needed for these 
stoves. These safeguards include metal 
and asbestos floor and wall shields, 
adequate stovepipes and chimneys. 

Guard against overloading of 
electrical circuits in homes when using 
electric heaters. Protect electrical 
circuits with correct fuses or circuit 
breakers and use only heavy duty type

extension cords with portable heaters. 

ELECTRIC HEATERS should never 
be used in locations which might result 
in setting fire to furniture, curtains or 
draperies. Also, contact should never be 
made with electric heaters, or any 
electrical appliance, while in the ba thtub 
or touching a faucet or water pipe. 

The III also advises that every electric 
heater or appliance should contain 
Underwriters' Laboratories 
certification that the equipment has 
passed safety tests. 

When using a fireplace, don't use 
gasoline to ignite the Are. A build-up of 
fumes could result in an explosion. Such 
fires should be started with kindling and 
newspapers. 

A PROPERLY fitted wire mesh 
screen should be placed in front of 
fireplaces to prevent sparks from 
getting on carpeting or floors. A damp 
cloth and a can of water should be kept 
near fireplaces to extinguish sparks; 

Always allow flames in fireplaces to 
burn out before leaving the area, then 
pile ashes over the embers and partially 
close the damper. The chimney and 
damper of fireplaces should be checked 



seasonally to assure they are in proper 
operating condition. 

The III also advises homeowners to 
consult their insurance representative to 
be certain that the coverage on their 
property is sufficient to cover any 
damage which might result from steps 
taken during the energy crisis. 

THE STORAGE of gasoline can be 
hazardous to life and property. This 
applies to small or large quantities of 
gasoline being stored. 

. Tests have shown the explosive force 
of a five-gallon can of gasoline is similar 
to that of 14 sticks of dynamite. Escaping 
fumes from gasoline could be ignited by 
the pilot light of a furnace or hot water 
heater or by sparks from power 
equipment. 

Motorists have expressed concern that 
their standard automobile liability 
insurance policies might not cover 
injury to those participating in car pools. 

Car pool participants, present and 
prospective, should consult their 
insurance representatives to assure 
proper coverage in the event of claims 
arising from accidents.

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Alma Mater Juvenile guilty in shotgun slaying 



The President has asked all 
Americans to conserve energy in their 
homes, as well as on the highways. 
Rut. have you been wondering how 
vou're going to stay warm this winter 
and still use less fuel? 

Blowing all the electrical cirVuits in 
vour home or catching the carpet on 
fire from a spark from the fireplace is 
no way to start the "cold" season. And, 
a fire caused by an exploding gasoline 
can could keep you "toastier" than you 
had hoped. Whether you're planning to 
use an additional electric or gas 
portable heater, burn wood in your 
fireplace or simply want to keep the 
water pipes from freezing, following a 
few simple precautionary steps could 
save your life, as well as your home. 
The insurance Information Institute 
III has some timely suggestions to help 
home-owners safely make changes or 
adjustments in home heating and still 
conserve fuel this winter. 
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Rear Adm. Jeremiah A. Denton Jr., a former 
prisoner of war will celebrate the 15th anniversary 
of his graduation from the Armed Forces Staff 
College by assuming command of that facility. 

Adm. Denton was commanding officer of Attack 
Squadron 75, based at Naval Air Station (NAS) 
Oceana, when he was shot down over North 
Vietnam in 1965. He is the senior ex-POW from 
Tidewater and was the longest held in captivity by 
die North Vietnamese. He was the first prisoner to 
step off the plane at Clark Air Base in the 
Phillipines when the mass return of POW's began 
Feb. 12. 

SHORTLY AFTER his return to Virginia Beach, 
Adm. Denton indicated a desire to remain in the 
Tidewater area if possible, and indicated that the 
Staff College position was his first choice for his 
next duty assignment. He was graduated with the 
24th Class of the staff college in January 1959. 

Adm. Denton will become the 12 th commandant 
of the joint service staff college. He will relieve Air 
Force Maj. Gen. James F. Kirkendall in late 
January when the general retires. 



A 15-year-old juvenile has 
been convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter in the Sept. 5 
slaying of Jo Ann Wat kins at a 
Grace Town home. The jury of 
four women and seven men who 
returned the verdict Dec. 20 at 
the end of a two-day trial fixed 
his punishment at one year in 
prison. 

Circuit Court Judge Paul W. 
Aekiss has delayed sentencing 
of the juvenile pending the 
outcome of a background 
report. 

Investigation showed Ms. 
Watkins, 20, Frost Road, was 
killed by a shotgun blast fired 
into her head at point-blank 
range. The shooting occurred at 
the Eagleton Road home of the 



juvenile. She was shot from 
inside the home as she leaned' 
through an open window while 
standing on the porch. 

TESTIFYING in his own 

behalf, the juvenile said he and 
Ms. Watkins were arguing 
earlier about how the window 
was broken, and she refused his 
requests that she leave. 

He added that when he 
pointed a 12-gauge shotgun 
through the window, repeating 
his request for her to leave, the 
shotgun struck the window 
frame and discharged.

Legler recommended to Judge 
Aekiss the juvenile be placed 
under care of the Virginia

Notice is hereby given to the public that Virginia Electric 
and Power Company has applied to the State Corporation 
Commission for authority to amend its Pruchased GAS 
Adjustment Factor. Its present adjustment factor provides 
for automatic increases or decreases in charges to gas 
customers because of changes in wholesale costs of gas 
purchased from pipelines. The present increases or 
decreases in the wholesale cost of pipeline gas passed on to 
the Company's customers through the adjustment factor are 
changes that are approved by the Federal Power Com- 
mission which has jurisdiction over the interstate sale of 
pipeline gas. Under the terms of the revised adjustment 
factor, the Company will be authorized to pass on to its 
customers, in addition to pipeline cost changes, the cost of 
supplemental sources of gas, including, but not limited to, 
liquefied natural gas (LNG), liquefied petroleum gas (LPG), 
and other hydrocarbons distributed to customers or used as 
feedstock for substitute natural gas (SNG). The cost to the 
Company of the supplemental sources of gas will not be 
regulated. 

In Case No. 19173, after notice to the public and a public 
hearing, the Commission determined that all gas utilities 
should be authorized to seek and develop supplemental 
sources of gas because of the present gas shortage which 
prevails throughout the nation. The Commission further 
determined that the gas utilities should be allowed to file 
revised adjustment factors which include the cost of sup- 
plemental sources of gas. 

Virginia Electric and Power Company has been authorized 
to place the revised adjustment factor into effect for gas 
service rendered on and after January 1 , 1974. The revision is 
subject to further investigation, upon motion of the Com- 
mission, or upon motion of any interested party for good 
cause, if such objection is filed in writing with the Com- 
mission on or before February 4, 1974. 

The application and a copy of the revised adjustment 
factor is available for review in all business offices of the 
Company where bills may be paid within the territory in 
which it provides gas service and in the offices of the State 
Corporation Commission, Richmond, Virginia. Any in- 
terested member of the public wishing to object to approval 
of the revised adjustment factor should inform the Com- 
mission of such objection, in writing, addressed to William C. 
Young, Clerk, State Corporation Commission, P.O. Box 1107, 
Richmond, Virginia 23209, and a copy should be sent to Guy 
T. Tripp, HI, counsel for the Company, P.O. Box 1535, Rich- 
mond, Virginia 23212.

I ' Q— Is there some sort of bureau or agency one can 
write about computer billing errors? We have been 

| trying to untangle one mistake for months and keep 
getting bills that are erroneous. — Mrs. L. L., Laguna

i ' - A— If there were such a bureau, it would probably be 

\ swamped with complaints. Unfortunately, you have to 

[ be your own "bureau" and take your own corrective 

, steps. Some suggestions: 

• Get a name. Find out who handles credit com- 
plaints. Just sending an angry note back with the 
latest error-filled bill doesn't do much good. The name 
you need could be the credit manager, if it's a store, o* 
the president of a company, if it's a national credit- 
card organization. Local libraries often have 
registries with companies' names, addresses and 
phone numbers. 

i I Send complaint. Either write or phone in the 

details of your complaint, including copies of checks, 

bills, correspondence and (most important) your 

correct name, billing number and address. Letters can 

* be sent by registered mail to make sure the name you 

' have selected gets the complaint. Or you can send it 

. certified mail (no specific addressee). 



I Tougher tactics. If you get no ' answer or 
satisfaction within 30 days, send a letter with complete 
details to your state attorney general's office (your 
local court or government offices can help with ad- 
dresses). 

Credit rating. When a mistake has been corrected, 
make sure your local credit bureau has erased any 
-negative comments that might have been entered in 
your file. Otherwise, you might have trouble getting 
future credit.

Q — Is there any way you can get back money you've 
i lost when you've been falsely accused of a crime?

A — If the police or some other law-enforcement 

^ranch accused you of the crime, you can sue, but 
there's little hope of winning. The courts usually give 
law-enforcement agencies considerable leeway. You 
have to prove that you were arrested maliciously (the 
agent or agency knew you were absolutely innocent). 
If, however, some ordinary citizen falsely accused 
you, you have a better chance with a lawsuit. For 
example, if a store owner tells the police that you stole 

, something when he knows you didn't do it, he can be 
sued for malicious prosecution, and damages might be 

^collected.

■* additional fees will cost.
